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I.  INTRODUCTION 


This  volume  contains  the  instructions  for  the  preparation  of 
the  Department's  Program  and  Financial  Plan.  The  plan  will 
be  developed  in  steps.  The  first  step  is  the  establishment 
of  a  data  base  which  describes  Department  programs  for  fiscal 
1967-1969<,  After  analyzing  agency  submissions  for  FY  1967- 
1969,  the  Department  will  develop  program  projections  for 
later  years  based  as  far  as  possible  on  analytical  studies 
of  major  programs.  Later  the  agencies  will  be  asked  to  make 
program  projections  through  1974.  The  detail  required  for 
projections  to  these  later  years  will  probably  be  less  than 
that  requested  for  current  programs „ 

The  Program  and  Financial  Plan  of  DHEW  is  the  plan  of  one  set 
of  Federal  agencies  which  focus  on  health,  education  and  wel¬ 
fare  and  seek  effective  ways  to  assist  and  cooperate  with  other 
elements  of  American  society  in  the  promotion  and  fulfillment 
of  our  national  goals.  It  is  not  a  national  plan.  In  the 
United  States,  education  is  supported  and  performed  primarily 
by  States,  local  communities,  and  private  organizations. 

Medical  care  is  based  largely  upon  relationships  between 
individuals,  private  physicians  and  voluntary  hospitals. 

Even  public  health  programs  are  largely  the  responsibility 
of  State  and  local  governmental  units.  Public  assistance 
and  services  to  the  poor  and  disabled  are  carried  out  largely 
by  State  and  local  agencies  with  Federal  support  based  on 
various  distribution  and  matching  formulas  established  by 
the  Congress. 

The  framework  for  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  of  HEW  has 
been  designed  as  a  planning  tool  and  as  an  information  system. 
It  groups  resource  allocations  and  program  results  by  major 
purposes,  activities  and  beneficiary  groups.,  Coding  permits 
information  to  be  sorted  also  by  organization,  appropriation, 
mode  of  financing,  legislative  situation,  and  the  nature  of 
the  beneficiary  to  whom  funds  may  be  distributed. 

The  Program  and  Financial  Plan  uses  as  its  major  categories 
four  broad  groupings  of  programs: 
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1.  Education 

programs  aimed  at  assisting  in  the  development  of 
individual  skills  and  knowledge  by  formal  training 
and  education. 

2.  Health 

programs  concerned  with  promoting  normal  physical 
and  mental  development  and  well-being  and  with  re¬ 
pairing  or  containing  the  effects  of  injuries  and 
disease  0 

3.  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services 

integrated  programs  with  both  health  and  training 
components  aimed  at  helping  those  who  suffer  from 
handicapping  conditions  to  return  to  productive  and 
gainful  employment,  and  programs  aimed  at  assisting 
individuals  and  families  in  social  or  economic 
difficulties  to  function  more  successfully  in  our 
society. 

4.  Income  Maintenance 

public  assistance  and  insurance  programs  designed  to 
replace, in  part,  income  which  cannot  be  earned  because 
of  age,  disabling  conditions,  or  unfortunate  family 
circumstances . 

Some  programs  of  the  Department  do  not  fall  unambiguously  into 
one  particular  category 0  For  example,  training  programs  for 
nurses  might  be  considered  part  of  education  or  of  health. 
Financial  assistance  to  pay  for  medical  care  could  be  considered 
as  health  or  as  income -maintenance 0  In  the  detailed  instructions 
below,  both  of  these  programs  have  been  related  to  health  as  the 
major  program  category,  but  with  sufficient  identification  to 
permit  resorting  and  reaggregation  when  desired  „ 

Each  of  the  major  programs  is  further  divided  by  major  purpose. 

In  education,  for  example,  programs  are  differentiated  among  the 
development  of  basic  skills,  vocational  and  occupational  skills, 
and  advanced  academic  or  professional  skills.  Health  programs 
are  differentiated  among  programs  for  the  development  of  health 
resources,  prevention  and  control  of  health  problems  and  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  health  services. 
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Within  each  of  these  broad  purposes,  subcategories  have  been 
established  which  further  illuminate  the  more  specific  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Department.,  Section  II  lists  and  defines  the 
categories  and  subcategories  of  the  program  structure  which 
express  the  purpose  of  the  Department's  programs „ 

In  addition  to  classification  by  purpose,  the  information  system 
permits  programs  to  be  distinguished  by  the  way  in  which  purposes 
are  accomplished.,  Major  activities  include  research  and  develop¬ 
ment,  demonstration  and  testing,  training  of  personnel,  provision 
of  services,  facilities  and  equipment,  and  several  management 
activities . 

Groups  in  the  population  at  which  programs  are  aimed  are  reflected 
in  a  classification  of  target  groups.  Programs  with  a  variety  of 
purposes  can  be  related  by  common  beneficiary  such  as  the  poor, 
children  and  youth,  the  physically  and  mentally  handicapped,  the 
aged,  and  so  forth. 

The  results  or  products  of  programs  are  expressed  in  non-f inancial 
output  indicators  or  measures.  Measures  of  program  output  should 
be  related  to  specific  program  objectives  and  to  the  scope  and 
magnitude  of  the  problem  to  which  a  program  is  directed.  While 
the  definitions  of  program  categories  in  Part  II  indicate  broad 
program  purposes,  agency  submissions  should  include  brief  state¬ 
ments  of  program  goals  and  objectives  and  specific  estimates, 
stated  in  quantitative  terms  where  possible,  of  the  extent  of 
the  problem(s)  to  which  programs  are  addressed. 

The  basic  building  blocks  of  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  are 
program  e lements--operating  programs  or  the  part  of  an  operating 
program  which  relates  to  a  single  category  in  the  program  struc¬ 
ture.  Each  operating  program  is  also  identified  by  a  unique 
program-budget  code  which  relates  it  to  the  appropriation/budget 
structure  of  the  Department  and  thus  permits  translation  of 
multi-year  plans  into  annual  budgets. 

In  sum,  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  is  the  expression  of  the 
relationships  among  program  purposes,  activities,  beneficiary 
groups  and  results  projected  into  the  future.  The  following 
pages  give  examples  of  the  types  of  displays  and  information 
which  can  be  derived  from  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  data 
base.  The  examples  are  from  reports  produced  during  the  last 
planning  cycle  and  are  illustrative  of  the  major  report  formats. 
The  program  structure  has  been  changed  this  year  so  coding  in  the 
following  examples  will  not  agree  with  the  current  structure. 
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Illustration  I  is  a  page  from  last  year's  Seven-Year  Plan  for 
Vocational  Rehabilitation.  It  shows  program  elements  under  four 
major  disabilities  with  totals  for  various  levels.  Illustration 
II  is  a  page  from  an  activity  break  for  FY  1969  for  the  Income 
Maintenance  Plan.  Illustration  III  is  a  partial  listing  of 
Health  Programs  for  the  target  group  "Poor  Children."  Illustra¬ 
tion  IV  is  a  pag;e  from  the  appropriation  summary  of  the  "Budget 
Crosswalk."  It  allows  one  to  determine  where  various  parts  of 
the  operating  programs  have  been  added  in  the  program  structure. 

The  last  two  illustrations  are  from  the  program  output  tables 
and  the  Manpower  Annex. 

The  remainder  of  this  guidance  is  devoted  to  detailed  discussion 
of  each  aspect  of  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan.  Part  II  de¬ 
scribes  the  classification  system  including  the  program  structure, 
activities,  target  groups  and  output  measures.  The  Manpower  and 
Disease  Annexes  are  explained  and  definitions,  descriptions,  examples, 
and  coding  are  provided  for  each  part  of  the  plan.  Part  III,  at  the 
end  of  this  guidance,  includes  samples  of  data  sheets,  instructions 
for  preparation  and  submission,  and  requirements  for  narrative  and 
other  supporting  material.  A  glossary  of  key  terms,  which  in  some 
instances  are  used  with  specialized  meanings,  is  appended  at  the 
end  of  this  volume. 
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PROGRAM  AND  FINANCIAL  PLAN  CLASSIFICATION  SYSTEM 


The  Program  and  Financial  Plan  proposed  by  an  agency  will  be  reported 
by  using  the  basic  information  classification  system  detailed  in  subse¬ 
quent  sections  of  this  guidance,,  Descriptions,  reporting  conventions 
and  instructions,  sample  forms,  code  lists,  and  other  explanatory 
discussion  are  included. 

In  general,  the  classification  system  permits  programs  to  be  identi¬ 
fied  in  a  variety  of  ways.  For  example,  consider  any  program  of  the 
Department.  Its  general  purpose  can  be  shown  by  reporting  it  against 
the  most  appropriate  category(s)  and  subcategories  of  the  program 
structure.  The  program  structure  is  that  set  of  categories  which 
express  in  varying  levels  of  specificity  the  purposes  of  program. 

The  program  structure  is  described  in  Section  A. 

Once  an  operating  program  has  been  related  to  the  program  structure, 
the  program  is  further  characterized  by  the  way  in  which  the  purposes 
of  the  program  will  be  accomplished.  The  ways  of  accomplishing  pro¬ 
gram  purposes  are  called  program  Activities.  A  list  of  activities 
appears  in  Section  C.  For  example,  the  purposes  of  a  program  may  be 
accomplished  through  research,  the  provision  of  a  beneficial  service, 
and  training  for  an  occupational  specialty.  These  different  aspects 
of  the  program  are  shown  by  reporting  each  against  an  appropriate 
activity.  For  one  of  these  activities,  "Training,"  additional 
information  on  the  program  is  shown  in  a  Manpower  Annex  described 
in  Section  K  of  this  Part  II. 

Many  programs  are  specifically  directed  toward  a  particular  part  of 
the  population.  Beneficiary  groups  toward  which  programs  are  aimed 
are  called  Target  Groups.  A  list  of  codes  which  permit  the  designa¬ 
tion  of  particular  target  groups  (e.g.,  poor  children,  educationally 
handicapped  adults,  the  aged)  is  shown  in  Section  H.  Thus,  in 
addition  to  the  purpose  of  a  program  and  the  ways  of  accomplishing 
it,  a  program  can  also  be  characterized  by  the  target  groups(s) 
toward  which  it  is  directed. 

A  program  can  be  further  specified  in  terms  of  the  administering 
organization,  the  authority  to  operate  the  program,  the  source  of 
program  funding,  and  the  financial  mechanism  through  which  funds 
are  expended  or  disbursed.  The  organization  within  the  Department 
which  is  proposing  or  administering  a  program  can  be  designated  by 
the  list  in  Section  D.  Section  E  distinguished  between  current, 
new  and  future  legislative  authority.  Section  F  lists  sources  of 
funding  such  as  general  funds,  transfers,  trust  funds,  and  modes  of 
financing  such  as  loans,  grants,  and  direct  operations. 
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Activities  carried  on  to  accomplish  program  purposes  yield  results  and 
have  a  particular  kind  of  impact.  In  addition  to  their  financial  costs, 
the  prodcuts,  results  and  outcomes  of  a  program  can  be  reflected  in 
non-f inancial  terms.  These  output  measures  or  indicators  are  divided 
into  three  types  which  are  discussed  and  illustrated  in  Section  G„ 

Finally,  financial  data  reported  against  the  program  structure  can  be 
related  to  the  Appropriation/Budget  structure  of  the  Department  through 
the  device  of  the  program-budget  code  discussed  and  illustrated  in 
Sections  A  and  B.  Each  operating  program  is  assigned  a  unique  program- 
budget  code  which  identifies  the  appropriation  (and/or  budget  activity) 
to  which  it  relates.  The  program-budget  code  permits  the  execution  of 
a  crosswalk  from  the  program  structure  to  the  appropriation/budget 
structure  and  facilitates  the  conversion  of  the  first  year  of  an 
approved  Program  and  Financial  Plan  into  a  Departmental  budget. 

A  Disease  Annex  is  included  as  a  device  to  collect  and  summarize 
information  on  all  programs  of  the  Department  which,  regardless  of 
their  major  objectives,  impact  on  a  particular  health  problem. 

In  general,  by  employing  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  classification 
system,  the  attributes  of  an  operating  program  can  be  portrayed  in  the 
following  terms:

Below  each  of  the  sub-categories  the  program  structure  branches  out 
to  describe  the  purposes  and  nature  of  the  HEW  programs  in  further 
detail.  The  first  four  of  the  following  sections  state  the  complete 
structure  and  the  related  codes  used  in  describing  the  sub-categories 
for  each  of  the  major  categories.  Descriptive  definitions  of  the 
categories  are  also  included  to  aid  in  the  assignment  of  programs. 
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A  final  section,  Section  Five,  describes  the  relation  between  the 
program  category  structure  and  the  program  elements  (operating 
programs  or  parts  of  operating  programs)  and  gives  examples  of 
the  assignment  of  the  program  elements  to  the  program  category 
structure.  This  section  explains  the  design  of  the  program 
structure  and  its  relationship  to  the  appropriation  structure. 
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1 .  The  Education  Structure 


The  program  structure  for  Education  is  a  hierarchy  of  categor¬ 
ies  at  six  different  levels.  The  categories  at  each  level 
describe  the  education  programs  of  the  Department  either  in  a 
different  dimension  or  in  further  detail.  The  types  of  cate¬ 
gories  at  each  level  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

1.1  Education  Categories  and  Codes 

In  the  education  structure  each  of  the  first  five  levels 
of  categories  are,  in  effect,  independent  descriptors. 

That  is,  any  category  at  a  given  level  may  appear  in 
combination  with  any  category  at  another  level.  For 
instance,  a  program  with  the  goal  of  the  "Development 
of  Basic  Skills"  (  Level  two,  Category  one)  may  have  any 
one  or  more  of  the  Program  Objectives  at  Level  Three* 

For  this  reason  each  level  of  the  six  digit  program  category 
code  is  described  separately  in  the  following  table  with  the 
exception  of  the  Level  Six  categories  which  branch  out  under 
each  of  the  Level  Five  categories.  The  appropriate  codes 
for  the  various  categories  are  shown  in  the  digit  position 
of  the  code  corresponding  to  their  level.  When  an  operating 
program  is  assigned  a  program  category  code,  selections  must 
be  made  from  all  six  levels,  i.e.,  no  blanks  may  appear  in 
any  of  the  six  digits  of  the  code.

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1.2  Definitions  of  Education  Categories 
Level  One:  Education 

Program  aimed  at  assisting  in  the  development  of  individual  skills 
and  attitudes  by  formal  training  and  education. 


Level  Two:  Education  Goals 

The  overall  purpose  of  the  educational  system  is  to  foster  self- 
evaluation  and  self-fulf illment--to  enable  each  individual  to 
function  successfully  and  to  the  full  extent  of  his  abilities  in 
both  the  economic  and  non-economic  sectors  of  society.  Each 
individual  must  have  opportunities  both  for  occupational  training 
and  for  other  kinds  of  education  for  self-development,  including 
the  ability  to  make  informed  and  constructive  decisions.  Major 
educational  goals  to  serve  this  overall  purpose  are  identified  in 
Level  Two. 

1 .  Development  of  Basic  Skills 

The  rationale  for  this  category  is  that  in  a  complex 
democratic  society  every  individual  should  have  the 
advantage  of  at  least  a  certain  minimum  of  formal 
education.  The  education  should  be  so  designed  as 
to  enable  each  individual  to  develop  skills  and  atti¬ 
tudes  and  acquire  knowledge  necessary  for  successful 
functioning  as  an  individual  and  in  society,  to  enable 
him  to  make  constructive  choices  regarding  his  future 
education,  to  profit  from  occupational  training,  and 
to  take  advantage  of  educational  opportunities  outside 
the  formal  educational  system.  With  this  basic  educa¬ 
tion,  an  individual  is  ready  to  advance  to  and  benefit 
from  the  types  of  education,  indicated  by  categories 
2,  3,  and  4. 

This  category  includes  assistance  for  general  educational 
programs  offered  at  the  pre-school  through  the  secondary 
level  along  with  adult  basic  education,  training  of  elemen¬ 
tary  and  secondary  school  teachers  (except  teachers  of 
vocational  education),  most  of  the  assistance  to  State 
educational  agencies,  and  appropriate  research  activities. 
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2.  Development  of  Vocational  and  Occupational  Skills 

This  category  includes  education,  training,  and  retraining 
at  the  secondary  and  post-secondary  levels  for  employment 
in  occupations  not  requiring  a  baccalaureate  or  higher 
degree;  the  training  of  vocational  teachers;  and  appropri¬ 
ate  research  activities. 

The  rationale  for  this  category  is  that  every  individual 
should  receive  sufficient  vocational  and  occupational 
education,  training  or  re-training  to  provide  him  with  the 
abilities,  skills,  knowledge  and  understanding  for  entry  into 
the  world  of  work,  and  should  have  the  further  opportunity 
to  receive  adult  or  continuing  vocational  and  occupational 
education,  training,  or  re-training. 

3 .  Development  of  Advanced  Academic  and  Professional  Skills 

This  category  includes  undergraduate,  graduate  and  post-doctoral 
education;  the  training  of  college  teachers;  and  related  research 
activities . 

The  rationale  for  this  category  is  that  every  individual  should 
be  educated  to  the  level  where  he  can  make  fullest  use  of  his 
abilities  and  interests  in  both  the  occupational  and  other 
aspects  of  life,  and  that  for  many  individuals,  this  should  in¬ 
clude  various  levels  of  college  or  university  education,  usually 
leading  to  a  professional  career. 

4 .  Library  and  Community  Development 

This  category  includes  public  library  services  and  construction, 
non-vocational  adult  education,  college  and  university  community 
service  programs,  community  cultural  programs,  educational  tele¬ 
vision,  civil  defense  education. 

This  category  includes  important  aspects  of  education  not  fully 
covered  by  preceding  categories  but  which  build  on  the  non- 
occupational  aspects  of  the  preceding  categories.  In  relation 
to  the  individual,  this  category  is  concerned  with  cultural  and 
social  development  and  expression,  enjoyment  of  a  full  personal 
and  family  life,  and  participation  in  civic  affairs  and  the 
political  process.  In  terms  of  the  community,  this  category 
relates  education  to  furthering  cultural  activities,  to  the 
solution  of  community  problems,  and  to  many  facets  of  community 
development. 
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5 ,,  General  Research 

This  category  includes  research  designed  to  gain  fuller 
understanding  of  the  interrelations  of  education  with 
psychological  and  social  processes  and  human  behavior, 
training  of  educational  researchers,  and  other  research 
efforts  which  cannot  be  distributed  meaningfully  to  one 
or  more  of  the  preceding  categories. 

This  category  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  long-range 
improvements  in  the  effectiveness  and  efficiency  of  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  educational  system  depend  on  increasing  our 
knowledge  of  basic  aspects  of  learning. 

6 o  General  Support 

Those  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Office  of  Education 
which  are  not  allocable  to  the  above  categories. 

Level  Three:  Program  Objectives,  and  Level  Four:  Program  Character 

Education  is  primarily  a  State  and  local  responsibility,  but  it  is 
also  of  national  importance  and  interest  and  requires  support  from 
national  resources.  In  Levels  three  and  four  are  specified  the 
particular  objectives  of  federal  action  in  terms  of  the  broad  popula¬ 
tion  groups  to  be  aided  and  the  nature  of  the  aid.  Through  the  various 
combinations  of  the  categories  in  Levels  three  and  four  the  thrusts  of 
federal  aid--the  ways  in  which  the  federal  government  helps  States  and 
local  authorities  to  achieve  major  educational  goals — can  be  shown. 

Level  Three:  Program  Objectives 

1 .  Improving  the  Education  of  the  General  Population 

The  bulk  of  support  provided  by  the  federal  government  is 
designed  to  enable  States  and  local  communities  to  provide 
education  to  the  members  of  the  general  population  who  are 
participating  in  the  regular  programs  of  educational  insti¬ 
tutions.  All  education  programs,  with  the  exception  of  those 
(1)  serving  the  disadvantaged  and  the  handicapped  or  (2) 
pertaining  to  training  in  foreign  languages,  area  studies, 
or  international  education,  will  be  allocated  to  this 
category. 

Improving  the  Education  of  the  Economically  and  Socially

2. 
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3.  Improving  the  Education  of  the  Physically  and  Mentally 

Handicapped 

Sizeable  portions  of  the  population  have  special  educational 
needs--in  particular,  the  need  to  overcome  barriers  which 
keep  them  from  benefitting  sufficiently  from  education.  These 
groups  include  economically  and  culturally  "disadvantaged"  ele¬ 
ments  of  society--the  poor,  the  illiterate,  racial  and  ethnic 
minorities,  refugees,  and  others  (category  2).  The  groups 
also  include  those  who  suffer  from  physical,  mental  or  emotion¬ 
al  handicaps  (category  3). 

Because  of  their  disadvantages  or  handicaps,  these  groups  need 
special  help  in  addition  to  that  provided  by  the  support  for 
the  resources  or  quality  of  the  educational  system  generally, 
which  is  covered  by  category  1.  In  order  to  enable  them  to 
benefit  more  fully  from  education,  special  approaches  adapted 
to  their  needs  must  be  developed--in  such  respects  as  new 
curricula,  special  facilities  and  equipment,  or  different 
types  of  teachers. 

In  view  of  these  factors,  all  educational  programs  aimed  at 
benefitting  the  economically  or  culturally  disadvantaged  are 
allocated  to  category  2  and  all  programs  for  the  physically 
or  mentally  handicapped  to  category  3,  regardless  of  the  type 
of  activity  or  level  of  education  involved.  These  programs 
must  therefore  be  distinguished  from  those  in  category  1. 
Moreover,  they  go  beyond  the  objectives  of  the  efforts  made 
in  behalf  of  the  general  population  in  that  programs  for  the 
disadvantaged  and  handicapped  aim  at  the  integration  of  these 
two  groups  to  the  fullest  extent  possible,  consistent  with 
their  special  needs,  into  the  mainstream  of  education  and, 
thereby,  into  the  mainstream  of  American  society. 

4.  Improving  International  Education 

This  category  refers  to  programs  which  are  funded  by  this 
Department  with  the  primary  objective  of  strengthening  the 
ability  of  the  American  educational  system  to  provide 
effective  foreign  language  and  area  studies,  to  contribute 
to  knowledge  and  understanding  of  other  countries  and  of 
international  and  inter-cultural  relations,  to  train  teachers 
in  these  areas,  and  related  research  activities.  Examples  of 
siu-'b  nrooraras  are  Foreign  Language  and  Area  Studies  and  Centers, 
grants  to  colleges  and  universities  for  undergraduate  and 
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advanced  international  studies,  and  research  and  study 
programs  financed  by  U.S. -owned  foreign  currency  under 
PL  83-480  (as  amended  by  PL  89-808,  the  Food  for  Peace 
Act  of  1966),  and  activities  to  be  undertaken  under 
authority  of  the  International  Education  Act  of  1966. 

5 .  Other 

This  digit  is  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  OE  salaries 
and  expenses  not  allocable  to  the  above  categories.

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Level  Four:  Program  Character 

This  level  of  categories  states  the  specific  and  more  immediate  purposes 
of  Federal  aid  to  education.  The  first  three  categories  focus  on  the 
quantitative  aspects  of  institutional  need;  the  next  three  are  concerned 
with  the  qualitative  aspects  of  the  educational  system. 

Categories  1,  2,  and  3  are  structured  according  to  their  general  resource 
orientation.  The  common  purpose  of  programs  allocated  to  these  categories 
is  to  supplement  or  increase  the  revenue  or  resources  of  educational 
institutions  and  agencies  in  order  (1)  to  help  institutions  and  communi¬ 
ties  extend  and  expand  their  present  programs  in  order  to  accommodate 
rising  enrollments  in  times  of  increasing  costs  and  (2)  to  reduce 
financial  barriers,  and  thus  equalize  access  to  education,  especially 
higher  education. 

Categories  4,  5,  and  6  have  as  their  basis  the  assumption  that  the 
national  interest  requires  more  than  support  for  the  extension 
and  expansion  of  the  existing  educational  system  and  that  support 
should  be  given  also  for  improving  the  quality  of  educational  programs 
so  that  they  may  better  meet  the  needs  of  individuals,  communities  and 
the  nation.  The  viability  of  our  institutions  depends  on  a  dynamic 
educational  system  aware  of,  and  capable  of  responding  to,  the  changing 
needs  of  our  society.  Therefore,  programs  or  aspects  of  programs  in 
categories  4,  5,  and  6  focus  on  improving  the  overall  quality  of 
educational  offerings. 

A  description  of  each  category  in  this  level  is  given  below.  Unless 
otherwise  specified,  an  operating  program  will  be  allocated  in  its 
entirety  to  one  of  the  categories,  depending  on  the  overall  thrust  of 
the  program. 

1.  Supplementing  Institutional  Resources  (Operational  Aid) 

This  category  encompasses  programs  providing  aid  for  general 
operations,  services,  and  materials.  Specifically  included 
are  State  grant  programs  authorized  by  Titles  I,  II,  and  V 
of  ESEA,  the  various  vocational  education  acts,  and  Title  V-A 
of  NDEA;  aid  for  public,  college,  and  other  library  services 
and  resources;  general  assistance  to  land  grant  colleges  and 
developing  institutions;  and  programs  aiding  bilingual  education 
and  school  operations  in  federally  affected  areas. 

2.  Expanding  Institutional  Facilities  (Construction  and  Equipment) 

The  programs  allocated  to  this  category  provide  aid  for 
construction  and  the  acquisition  of  major  equipment:  higher 
education  facilities,  undergraduate  equipment,  educational 
television  facilities,  and  SAFA  construction. 
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3.  Increasing  Opportunity  for  Higher  Education  (Student  Aid) 

This  category  includes  all  general  student  aid  programs 
designed  to  help  individuals  continue  their  education: 

NDEA  and  insured  loans,  educational  opportunity  grants, 
work-study  grants. 

(NOTE:  Programs  providing  aid  to  prospective  or  experi¬ 

enced  educational  personnel  are  included  in  Category  4 
below. ) 

4.  Improving  the  Supply  of  Educational  Personnel  (Training) 

This  category  encompasses  programs  whose  purpose  is  to 
recruit,  train,  retrain,  and  upgrade  skills  of  individuals 
needed  to  man  the  educational  system:  teachers,  aides, 
specialists,  administrators,  librarians,  and  educational 
researchers . 

5.  Developing  and  Introducing  Innovation  (R&D,  Demonstration) 

Programs  allocated  to  this  category  are  those  whose  major 
thrust  is  the  improvement  of  the  educational  system  through 
research,  development,  and  demonstration.  Specifically 
included  are  the  general  R&D  activities  authorized  by  Title 
IV  of  ESEA  and  Handicapped  Children  and  Youth,*  and  innovative 
and  demonstration  programs  for  supplementary  centers, 
occupational  education,  dropout  prevention,  and  education 
of  the  handicapped. 

6.  Collecting  and  Disseminating  Information  (Information) 

This  category  includes  efforts  for  the  collection,  analysis, 
and  dissemination  of  data  pertaining  to  educational  institutions, 
programs  and  practices.  Specifically  included  are  the  activities 
of  the  ERIC  system  and  the  National  Center  for  Educational 
Statistics  and  the  OE  evaluation  program. 

7 .  Other 

This  category  is  reserved  for  OE  administrative  salaries  and 
expenses  and  general  program  support  activities  not  allocable 
to  the  above  categories. 
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Levels  Five  and  Six:  Educational  Level  Objective  (Initial  Impact  of 

Federal  Action) 

Another  way  of  describing  Federal  objectives  in  education  is  to 
specify  the  parts  of  the  educational  system  which  Federal  aid  is 
designed  to  affect  initially.  Sometimes  the  immediate  educational 
level  coincides  with  the  ultimate  educational  goal  (the  focus  of 
Level  two).  For  example,  most  aid  to  colleges  and  universities 
is  designed  to  help  improve  or  expand  the  educational  programs  of 
those  institutions  so  that  they  can  provide  the  academic  training 
stated  as  Goal  3  in  Level  two. 

There  are  other  programs  providing  funds  to  institutions  of  higher 
education,  however,  whose  actual  long-range  objective  is  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  education  offered  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

In  other  words,  one  level  of  education,  or  one  sector  of  education, 
must  sometimes  be  aided  now  so  that  a  different  level  or  sector 
may  be  aided  later. 

In  order  to  improve  the  supply  of  skilled  manpower  needed  to  develop 
the  Basic  Skills  of  elementary  and  secondary  pupils  (Goal  1  of  Level  two), 
for  example,  the  Federal  interest  requires  support  for  expansion  and 
improvement  of  the  teacher  training  programs  of  higher  education. 

Levels  five  and  six,  therefore,  enable  programs  to  be  identified  by 
their  more  immediate  objectives  or  impact,  whether  on  specific 
educational  levels,  agencies,  or  other  organizations  providing 
or  serving  education. 
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2 o  The  Health  Structure 

The  program  structure  for  health  programs  consists  of  a  six  level 
hierarchy  of  categories.  Operating  programs  in  the  health  area 
are  assigned  to  one  or  more  categories  at  the  sixth,  or  most 
detailed  level. 

As  in  other  parts  of  the  program  structure  the  higher  level  cate¬ 
gories  distinguish  among  the  broad  goals  and  objectives  of  federal 
programs  in  the  area.  Beneath  these  broad  categories  sets  of  more 
detailed  categories  are  defined  which  describe  particular  problems, 
factors  and  areas  of  concern  and  finally,  the  specific  areas  of 
federal  program  action. 

2.1  Health  Categories  and  Codes 

The  health  structure  this  year  is  presented  as  a  complete  hier¬ 
archy  of  categories  with  lower  level  categories  defined  uniquely 
within  each  higher  level  category.  For  example,  a  given  fourth 
Level  category  may  only  be  coded  under  the  single  third  Level 
category  where  it  appears  in  the  structure  shown  below.  This 
contrasts  with  the  approach  used  last  year  in  which  the  Level 
four  categories  could  be  arrayed  under  any  one  of  several  Level 
three  categories. 

The  "Disease  Annex"  described  in  Section  J  of  this  Part  is  used 
to  pull  together  programs  from  various  parts  of  the  Department 
structure  which  impact  upon  specific  health  problems,  including 
research,  disease  prevention  and  control,  environmental  control, 
consumer  protection,  manpower , facility  and  service  oriented  pro¬ 
grams  . 

The  following  page  presents  a  summary  of  the  health  categories  at 
the  first  3  levels.  The  complete  structure  at  all  levels  is  shown 
on  successive  pages. 

The  corresponding  code  for  each  category  is  shown  in  the  left  margin 
entered  in  the  digit  positions  corresponding  to  its  level.  In  assign¬ 
ing  operating  programs  to  the  health  structure  all  six  digit  positions 
must  be  coded,  i.e.,  the  program  must  be  assigned  to  a  category  at  the 
lowest  level  of  definition.

Leve 1  One  -  HEALTH 

Programs  concerned  with  promoting  normal  physical  and  mental 
development  and  well-being  and  with  repairing  or  containing 
the  effects  of  injuries  and  disease. 

Levels  Two  and  Three:  Health  Goals  and  Program  Objectives 

The  major  health  categories  differentiate  programs  concerned  with 
the  development  of  basic  scientific  knowledge  about  the  nature  of 
disease;  augmenting  health  resources  and  improving  the  utilization 
of  these  resources;  promoting  normal  physical  and  mental  development; 
preventing,  controlling,  repairing  or  containing  the  effects  of  injury 
or  disease;  controlling  physical  and  social  environmental  hazards  and 
consumable  products;  and  improving  the  quality  and  availability  of 
health  services. 

21  DEVELOPMENT  OF  HEALTH  RESOURCES 

These  programs  augment  the  national  health  effort  by  providing 
for  the  support  and  development  of  the  total  national  health 
undertaking  including  the  development  of  knowledge,  the  provision 
of  facilities  and  equipment,  increasing  the  national  pool  of 
health  services  personnel  and  improving  and  developing  the 
utilization  of  health  services. 

211  Increasing  Knowledge  (Research) 

Programs  directed  towards  the  development  of  basic  scientific 
knowledge  about  the  nature  of  disease  and  illness  including 
the  nature  of  biological,  social  and  environmental  processes 
affecting  health  and  human  development.  Only  the  research 
programs  of  the  NIH  and  NIMH  should  be  reported  under  this 
category.  Other  research  should  be  reported  as  an  activity 
under  the  appropriate  program  category. 

212  Providing  Facilities  and  Equipment 

Programs  aimed  at  augmenting  the  total  national  investment 
in  health  service  facilities.  Excluded  are  facilities  which 
are  related  to  a  specific  disease-oriented  program. 

213  Increasing  and  Improving  the  Health  Manpower  Pool 

Training  and  educational  programs  aimed  at  increasing 
the  national  pool  of  health  personnel.

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Excluded  are  personnel  being  trained  in  connection  with 
research  as  defined  in  211  above  and  with  specific  pro¬ 
grams  or  problems  such  as  specific  disease  problems, 
environmental  and  consumer  control  activities,  certain 
mental  health  programs,  or  the  operation  of  Federally-owned 
health  care  facilities.

221  Disease  Prevention  and  Control 

Disease  programs  which  have  as  their  main  objective  the 
prevention  and  control  of  specific  diseases  or  health 
problems.  Prevention  and  control  activities  carried  out 
by  environmental  and  consumer  protection  programs  that 
can  be  directly  related  to  specific  diseases  should  not 
be  reported  here  but  one  should  use  the  Disease  Annex 
to  report  this  information.

Programs  directed  toward  alleviating  adverse  social  condi¬ 
tions  and  improving  the  psychological  climate  of  the 
individual  in  society. 
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23  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  programs  carried  out  by  Public  Health  Service,  Social 
and  Rehabilitation  Service,  Office  of  Education,  and  the 
Social  Security  Administration,  augment  State  and  community 
health  service  activities  or  provide  direct  services  to 
certain  population  groups.  These  programs  are  important 
adjuncts  to  the  prevention  and  control  of  health  problems 
inasmuch  as  they  provide  services  to  patients  who  usually 
have  definable  impairments.  However,  the  focus  of  these 
programs  is  on  providing  or  supporting  health  services 
rather  than  on  the  reduction  or  elimination  of  special 
health  problems.  The  third  level  categories  within  this 
category  differentiate  among  the  major  population  groups 
af fected--the  aged,  the  poor,  Indians,  children  and  mothers 
and  other  Federal  beneficiaries. 


24  GENERAL  SUPPORT 

Includes  activities  related  to  the  conduct  of  health  programs 
which  cannot  be  readily  allocated  to  any  of  the  categories 
indicated  above. 

241  Scientific  and  Health  Information 


Includes  medical  and  scientific  information  resources  — 
National  Library  of  Medicine  and  National  Center  for 
Health  Statistics--which  serve  the  needs  of  the  total 
health  program.

Includes  activities  concerned  with  the  overall  direction 
and  administration  of  health  programs,  i.e.,  the  Office 
of  the  Surgeon  General.

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3 .  The  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  Structure 

This  structure  relates  the  various  Social  Service  and  Rehabilitation 
programs  of  the  Department  to  four  major  goal  categories,  each  of 
which  is  described  by  various  subcategories  at  different  levels  of 
detail . 

Level  one  of  the  structure  is  the  major  category  Social  and  Rehabilita¬ 
tion.  Level  two  categories  are  the  goals  of  the  Social  and  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  programs  and  levels  three  and  four  provide  further  detail  on 
these  goals  and  the  objectives  and  programs  related  to  them.  The  goal  of 
rehabilitating  the  physically  and  mentally  handicapped  is  broken  at 
the  fifth  level  into  specific  disabilities  for  purposes  of  compati¬ 
bility  with  the  health  structure.  These  programs  should  be  broken 
dowi  further  using  the  Disease  Annex.  Zeros  appear  at  the  sixth 
level  and  in  some  cases  at  the  fourth  and  fifth  level  to  indicate  that 
no  further  breaks  are  defined. 

Data  should  be  reported  only  at  the  lowest  level  of  the  structure, 
i.e.,  against  the  categories  for  which  all  six  digits  of  the  code 
are  non-blank.  The  categories  and  codes  are  given  in  the  following 
section.  Section  3.2  provides  definitions  of  the  categories.

Level  One-  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services 

Programs  which  have  as  their  objective  the  provision  of  help 
in  the  form  of  rehabilitation,  consultation,  referral  and  supporting 
services  to  individuals  and  families  with  physical,  mental  or  social 
handicaps  or  who  because  of  age,  isolation  or  other  reasons  need  aid 
in  order  to  return  to  productive  employment,  retain  or  enhance  their 
capacity  for  self  care  or  be  able  to  function  more  successfully  in 
society . 

Leve 1  Twd -  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  Goals 

1 .  Improving  Individual  Capability  for  Self-Support 

Programs  with  a  primary  objective  of  rehabilitating,  through 
training,  employment  and  other  treatment  and  corrective  services, 
individuals  with  physical,  mental  or  social  handicaps  who  need  training 
and  assistance  to  gain  productive  employment. 

2 .  Improving  the  Social  Functioning  of  Individuals  and  Families 

Programs  which  provide  supporting  services  to  individuals  and 
families  either  directly  or  through  community  agencies  and  institutions 
aimed  at  preventing  or  alleviating  handicaps  and  family  dysfunction 
or  designed  to  provide  protective  services  necessary  to  maintain  persons 
who  do  not  have  the  capacity  for  independent  living  or  children  who 
cannot  live  in  a  home  environment. 

3 .  General  Development  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Resources 

Programs  which  are  designed  to  provide  leadership  and  direction

4 .  General  Support 

Supportive  services  and  activities  not  otherwise  classified  in 
the  social  and  rehabilitation  services  category  covering  executive 
direction  and  supervision,  communication  and  information,  general 
program  planning  and  evaluation,  management  and  administrative  activities 
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4 .  The  Income  Maintenance  Structure 

Income  Maintenance  programs  are  classified  under  three  major  categories  at 
Level  two,  each  of  which  is  broken  down  into  a  series  of  sub-categories 
at  the  third  level  of  the  code.  Since  no  further  sub-categories  are  de¬ 
fined  at  Levels  four  to  six,  zeros  appear  in  these  digit  positions. 

Data  should  be  reported  only  at  the  lowest  level  of  the  category 
structure,  i.e.,  against  those  categories  for  which  all  six  digits 
of  the  code  are  non-blank.

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4.2  Definitions  of  Income  Maintenance  Programs 
Level  One:  Income  Maintenance 

Income  Maintenance  programs  include  the  social  insurance  and 
assistance  programs  designed  to  provide  individuals  and  their 
families  with  supplements  to  their  current  incomes  which  be¬ 
come  necessary  as  a  result  of  age,  disabling  conditions  or 
unfortunate  individual  or  family  circumstances. 

Level  Two:  Income  Maintenance  Purposes 

1.  Aged  Assistance 

Programs  of  assistance,  insurance  and  other  income  support 
for  aged  individuals  and  their  families. 

2 .  Disability  Insurance 

Programs  of  assistance,  insurance  and  other  income  support 
for  disabled  individuals  and  their  families. 

3 .  Other  Individual  and  Family  Support 

Programs  of  assistance,  insurance  and  other  income  support 
for  families  with  dependent  children,  survivors,  Cuban 
refugees  and  repatriates. 

4.  Increasing  Knowledge  (General  Research) 


5 .  General  Support 

Administrative  and  management  support  which  cannot  be 
allocated  to  the  programs  above. 
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5 .  The  Program  Element  and  Program  Budget  Code 

Every  operating  program  in  the  Department  must  be  assigned 
to  one  or  more  categories  in  the  program  structure  outlined 
in  the  preceding  sections.  In  many  instances  a  given  oper¬ 
ating  program  will  be  distributed  among  several  categories 
on  the  basis  of  diverse  objectives  or  program  characteris¬ 
tics.  For  example,  the  activities  undertaken  as  part  of 
the  Education  Program,  Adult  Basic  Education,  would  be 
split  among  several  categories  depending  upon  whether 
projects  directed  at  "Supplementing  Institutional  Resources," 
"Improving  the  Supply  of  Educational  Personnel"  or  "Develop¬ 
ing  and  Introducing  Innovation." 

The  purpose  of  the  program  structure  is  to  represent  just 
this  sort  of  multi-purpose  allocation  of  operating  programs 
in  terms  of  their  purposes  and  objectives.  But  it  is  also 
necessary  to  identify  the  operating  programs  themsleves  for 
cross-reference  to  the  appropriation/budget  structure. 

For  this  reason  every  operating  program  of  the  Department  is 
assigned  a  "program-budget  code"  which  identifies  it  uniquely 
and  relates  it  to  the  appropriation/budget  coding  system.  The 
operating  program  may  then  be  assigned  to  one  or  more  program 
categories  depending  upon  the  nature  and  diversity  of  its  pur¬ 
poses,  objectives,  and  chatacteristics .  Each  piece  of  an 
operating  program  which  pertains  to  one,  and  only  one,  program 
category  is  referred  to  as  a  "program  element"  as  it  is  the 
most  detailed,  and  hence  "elemental"  level  of  program  descrip¬ 
tion  in  the  program  structure.  In  the  case  where  an  operating 
program  pertains  to  only  one  six-digit  category  in  the  program 
structure,  it  is  itself  the  program  element. 

To  illustrate  the  relation  of  the  operating  program,  program 
element  and  program  category  structure,  consider  the  operating 
program  "Fellowships  for  Experienced  Teachers"  under  Education 
Professions  Development  Act  (PL  90-35).  The  operating  program 
is  first  described  by  a  six-digit  program  budget  code  which 
relates  it  to  its  appropriation  and  identifies  it  uniquely 
within  that  appropriation.

The  next  step  is  to  determine  the  position  of  the  program 
at  each  level  of  the  education  structure.  If  the  program 
falls  into  more  than  one  category  at  any  level  then  it  con¬ 
tains  more  than  one  program  element  and  information  must  be 
reported  on  each  of  these  separately.  In  the  example,  assume 
that  the  program  falls  into  a  single  category  at  each  level, 
and  hence  is  equivalent  to  a  program  element.  The  program 
category  code  is  then  derived  as  follows:

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The  element  has  now  been  located  in  both  the  program  struc¬ 
ture  and  the  appropriation/budget  structure  of  the  Department. 
Further  information  on  the  program  element-organization, 
legislative  status,  activities,  target  groups,  etc.  is 
then  recorded  on  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  data  sheets 
discussed  in  Part  III.  If  the  operating  program  is  split 
among  more  than  one  program  category  then  several  sheets 
of  information,  one  for  each  of  the  program  elements  so 
defined,  must  be  prepared.  For  example,  if  the  Fellowships 
for  Experienced  Teachers  were  also  aimed  at  the  Development 
of  Vocational  and  Occupational  Skills  then  a  second  program 
element  with  category  code  121435  would  be  reported. 

An  example  of  an  operating  program  containing  more  than  one 
program  element  is  shown  in  the  Figure  A-l.  The  operating 
program  is  "Vocational  Rehabilitation  Serviced"  funded  under 
the  appropriation  "Grants  for  Rehabilitation  Services  and 
Facilities."  These  project  grants  fall  under  several  pro¬ 
gram  categories  depending  upon  the  type  of  disability  they 
are  aimed  at.  The  operating  program  is  shown  on  the  right 
with  its  associated  program  budget  code  listed  along  with 
some  of  the  other  operating  programs  falling  under  the 
appropriation.  The  arrows  show  the  program  related  to  the 
Social  and  Rehabilitation  category  structure  codes,  a  part 
of  which  is  shown  on  the  left.  Each  piece  of  the  operating 
program  which  falls  into  a  single  program  category  is  thus 
a  program  element  and  is  shown  as  such  in  the  Figure  A-l. 

These  elements  would  then  show  in  a  full  detail  listing  of 
the  program  structure,  intended  under  each  of  the  lowest 
level  program  categories  to  which  they  apply. 

The  program  elements  are  thus  the  "building  blocks"  of  the 
Program  and  Financial  Plan  data  base  in  that  they  are  the 
units  of  program  data  around  which  all  the  other  types  of 
program  descriptions  are  organized. 

Section  B  following  sets  forth  the  complete  listing  of 
operating  programs  and  associated  program  budget  codes. 
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SECTION  B 

PROGRAM  BUDGET  CODE 


1.  Description 

The  basic  building  blocks  of  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  are 
program  elements--operating  programs  or  parts  of  operating  pro¬ 
grams  o  The  relationship  of  the  program  element  to  the  program 
category  structure  and  the  appropriation  structure  is  described 
in  the  final  part  of  the  preceding  Section  A.  As  mentioned 
therein,  it  is  necessary  in  relating  data  to  the  program  category 
structure  to  keep  a  record  of  the  operating  program  and  appropria¬ 
tion  about  which  the  data  are  reported  to  permit  a  "crosswalk"  to 

the  appropriation  structure.  To  do  this  a  program-budget  code  is 
assigned  to  each  operating  program. 

This  section  presents  the  list  of  operating  programs  and  their 
associated  program  budget  codes.  The  term  "operating  program" 
is  used  loosely  to  refer  to  a  mix  of  resources  and  activities 
identifiable  as  an  operating  unit  in  terms  of  common  management 
and  source  of  funding.  An  operating  program  is,  by  definition, 
funded  from  only  one  appropriation  and  administered  by  only  one 
organization.  It  may  or  may  not  be  coincident  with  a  budget 
activity  depending  upon  the  structure  of  the  appropriation  to 
which  it  relates.  A  major  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the 
differences  at  a  minimum.  This  has  been  done  to  make  the 
translation  from  the  program  plan  into  the  "budget"  through 
the  crosswalk  more  meaningful.  This  is  particularly  useful 
for  the  budget  years.  Aggregation  may  be  allowed  for  planning 
years  through  modification  of  reporting  instructions.  An  operat¬ 
ing  program  may,  however,  be  directed  towards  more  than  one  goal 
or  objective  or  be  comprised  of  projects  with  different  character¬ 
istics.  Hence,  it  may  relate  to  more  than  one  program  category, 
i.e,,  be  composed  of  more  than  one  program  element. 

The  list  is  by  agency,  appropriation,  and  operating  program  in 
the  same  order  as  in  the  Budget  Annex.  Each  operating  program 
is  identified  by  name  and  program-budget  code.  More  complete 
descriptions  of  the  operating  programs  are  given  in  a  similar 
format  in  the  Supplement  to  this  publication. 
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The  list  has  been  prepared  using  the  1969  appropriation  structure 
of  the  President's  Budget,,  In  using  the  list  if  an  agency  feels 
that  more  or  less  detail  is  desired  to  correspond  more  closely 
to  agency  accounting  systems  (CAN  number)  or  to  detail  in  the 
appropriation  justification,  they  may  introduce  changes  in  the 
list  in  preparing  their  data.  However,  all  such  changes  must 
be  explicitly  reported  to  OASPE  before  the  data  are  prepared 
so  that  a  master  list  of  programs,  program-budget  codes  can  be 
maintained  centrally,, 

The  following  sub-sections  describe  conventions  used  in  the  code 
list. 


Program-Budget  Coding 

The  program  budget  code  is  derived  from  the  regular  appro¬ 
priation  code.  The  first  digits  of  the  program  budget  code 
are  the  last  four  digits  of  the  appropriation  code,  (These 
are  the  same  as  the  middle  four  digits  of  the  Identification 
Code  used  on  Standard  Form  300  in  HEW  Budget  Estimates  and 
in  the  Budget  of  the  United  States,  Appendix.)  The  terminal 
digits  (the  5th  and  6th  digit)  of  the  program  budget  code  are 
assigned  to  differentiate  the  parts  of  an  appropriation  when 
this  is  necessary  to  distinguish  between  operating  programs. 

In  some  instances  a  program  element  can  be  uniquely  related 
to  a  budget  activity.  In  this  instance  the  first  of  the  last 
two  digits  denotes  the  budget  activity  number  and  the  last 
digit  is  zero.  In  other  cases  the  program  element  must  be 
further  defined  in  terms  of  budget  activity  components  in 
which  case  the  last  digit  is  used  to  define  the  sub-breaks. 

In  the  list  the  appropriations  are  shown  with  blanks  in  the 
terminal  digit  positions.  A  dummy  code  and  definition  is 
included  immediately  after  the  appropriation  title  to  be  used 
on  reports  where  the  detail  shown  has  been  aggregated  to  the 
appropriation  level.  Throughout  the  list  whenever  an  inter¬ 
mediate  aggregate  is  given  at  the  5th  level  and  lower  level 
of  detail  shown  below  it,  a  zero  is  shown  in  the  final  digit 
of  the  code  even  though  no  data  should  be  reported  at  that 
level.  For  instance,  a  line  with  code  0279-10  denotes  that 
the  item  in  question  is  the  sum  of  the  following  items  0279-11, 
0279-12,  etc.  Data  should  be  reported  only  for  the  lowest 
level  items.  The  computer  system  will  aggregate  to  the  5th 
level. 
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If  a  new  legislative  program  is  not  expected  to  fall  within 
the  existing  appropriation  structure,  an  appropriation  code 
will  not  exist.  The  reporting  unit  will  then  create  a  code 
in  the  following  fashion: 

a.  Place  an  L  in  the  first  digit  position  of  the  four  digit 
code . 

b.  Place  the  first  two  digits  of  the  code  of  the  reporting 
unit  (Agency  or  Bureau)  in  the  second  and  third  digit 
positions . 

c.  The  fourth  digit  should  be  a  number  assigned  sequentially 
by  the  agency.  For  example,  if  a  new  program  were  the 
third  to  be  introduced  for  authorizing  legislation  in  the 
90th  Congress,  2nd  Session  and  the  administering  organiza¬ 
tion  were  the  Bureau  of  Adult,  Vocational  and  Library 
programs,  the  Program  Budget  Code  would  be  L733-00. 

Each  newly  created  code  should  be  used  only  once. 

For  "transfer"  funds  from  other  agencies,  the  first  digit 
of  the  code  will  be  the  letter  T  and  the  second  and  third 
digits  will  again  represent  the  organization.  For  example, 
if  the  Manpower  Itevelopment  and  Training  Program  of  BAVLP  were 
listed  as  the  second  transfer  program,  the  code  would  read  T732-00. 

In  the  list  of  illustrations,  if  an  appropriation  code  does  not 
exist,  either  because  the  program  is  new  or  funded  by  another 
Government  agency,  a  dummy  code  has  been  assigned  In  reporting, 
codes  should  be  supplied  according  to  the  rules  outlined.

L.  DESCRIPTION 

Program  categories  describe  the  purposes  of  programs.  Activities 
indicate  what  is  done  to  accomplish  those  purposes. 

There  are  seven  major  activities 

Research  and  Development 
Demonstration  and  Testing 
Training  of  Personnel 
Provision  of  Services 
Standards  and  Regulation 
Facilities  and  Equipment 
Other  (Specified) 

Direct  operations,  as  well  as  grants,  loans,  etc.,  should  be 
reported  under  appropriate  activities. 

Each  major  activity  is  divided  into  sub-activities  giving  a  more 
precise  definition  of  the  activity.  Facilities  and  Equipment 
activities  are  handled  slightly  different  because  of  the  major 
interest  in  this  activity,  and  because  of  the  large  yet  essentially 
"one-time"  amounts  associated  with  construction.  If  construction 
were  to  be  included  as  subsets  of  the  other  major  activities,  the 
latter  would  appear  erratic  when  projected  over  time.  Therefore, 
construction  and  other  forms  of  major  capital  outlays  are  noted  as  a 
major  activity  and  broken  down  into  sub-activities  indicating  the  major 
activity  purpose  for  which  the  support  is  being  provided.  To  find  the 
total  resources  going  into  a  major  activity,  e.g..  Research  and 
Development,  one  must  add  to  all  sub-activities  under  the  major 
activity,  R  and  D,  the  R  and  D  sub-activity  under  Facilities  and 
Equipment .

RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT* 


Programmed  Research  -  Support  for  research  initiated  by  officials 

of  the  Federal  establishment,  the  targets 
of  the  project  area  and  in  some  cases  the 


*  Research  as  defined  above  excludes  activities  which  are  primarily 
of  an  educational  or  training  nature,  such  as  research  training 
grants  or  fellowships. 
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methodology  of  research  are  determined  by 
the  agency  awarding  the  funds.  Research 
may  be  conducted  within  or  supported  by 
the  Government  and  the  program  objective 
to  which  the  projects  are  related,  are 
relatively  narrowly  defined,  or  are  develop¬ 
ment  related. 

Institutional  Research  -  Support  for  research  projects  furnished 

to  institutions  where  the  objective  is 
broadly  defined  as  improving  the  capability 
of  these  institutions  to  conduct  research. 
Research  projects  are  generally  initiated 
by  academic  or  research  institutions. 

Research,  Other  -  Support  for  research  projects  allowing  far  rang¬ 
ing  scientific  investigation  designed  to  add  to 
the  general  stock  of  knowledge.

Pilot  Projects  and  Testing  -  Support  for  the  trial,  experimentation, 

or  operational  testing  of  a  technique, 
device,  process,  or  approach  for  the 
accomplishment  of  a  program  objective. 

Demonstration  -  Support  for  the  establishment  and  conduct  of  an 

activity,  which  has  already  been  developed 
and  tested,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  and 
demonstrating  its  method  of  operation, 
performance  or  results  to  facilitate  wide 
application.  Excludes  the  training  or  ser¬ 
vice  costs  of  a  demonstration  when  training 
or  service  is  a  major  purpose.  These  costs 
should  be  shown  under  the  appropriate 
activity  below. 


TRAINING  OF  PERSONNEL 

Support  for  training  of  personnel  to  manage  and  operate  programs 
and  activities  of  health,  education,  and  welfare  at  State  and 
local  levels,  as  well  as  in  the  private  sector.  Excludes  support 
for  education  and  training  which  is  not  specifically  directed  to 
the  development  of  occupations  in  the  specific  fields  of  interest 
of  the  Department.  These  are  included  below  under  "Provision  of 
Services"  in  "General  Educational  Service."  Details  on  occupational 
training  activities  reported  here  are  discussed  in  Section  K  of 
Part  II,  Manpower  Section. 

Student  Aid,  Supply  -  Support  provided  to  an  individual,  either 

directly  or  through  an  institution,  for 
formal  education  or  training  required  for 
entrance  to  an  occupation  (e.g.,  teacher, 
doctor,  scientist,  social  worker,  counselor, 
physical  therapist,  etc.)  when  the  support 
is  expected  to  make  an  addition  to  the 
manpower  pool  in  particular  occupations  or 
occupational  specialties.  Includes  educa¬ 
tion  and  training,  the  end  result  of  which 
is  a  change  in  occupations  listed  in  the 
Manpower  Section,  even  though  the  student 
was  already  in  a  particular  occupation  of 
interest.

Institutional  Aid,  Supply  -  Support  provided  to  institutions  (not  to 

individuals  either  directly  or  indirectly) 
for  the  education  and  training  to  increase 
the  supply  of  occupations  in  the  fields  of 
interest  of  the  Department.  Includes  gen¬ 
eral  institutional  support  or  payments  ac¬ 
companying,  for  example,  individual  fellow¬ 
ship,  scholarship  or  other  forms  of  student 
aid,  including  support  for  faculty  salaries. 

Institutional  Aid,  Upgrading  -  Support  provided  to  institutions  (not 

to  individuals  either  directly  or  indirectly) 
for  the  education  or  training  to  upgrade, 
update  or  otherwise  improve  existing  occupa¬ 
tional  skills  and  not  to  create  an  addition 
to  the  manpower  pool.  Includes  general  in¬ 
stitutional  support  or  payments  accompanying, 
for  example,  individual  fellowship,  scholar¬ 
ship  or  other  forms  of  student  aid,  including 
support  for  faculty  salaries. 

General  Institutional  Aid  -  Other  general  institutional  aid  that  is  so 

general  in  nature  that  it  cannot  be  allocated 
above .

schools  or  research  laboratories.  Includes  programs  which  are 
primarily  for  the  acquisition  of  computers,  laboratory  or  other 
varieties  of  equipment.  It  also  includes  installed  and  movable 
equipment  when  such  equipment  is  budgeted  as  a  part  of  a  construction 
project  or  is  included  in  a  construction  grant. 

Equipment  included  in  other  types  of  grants  or  procured  for  direct 
operations  will  be  reported  under  the  sub-activity  which  is  indica¬ 
tive  of  the  major  purpose  for  which  the  equipment  will  be  used  and 
need  not  be  separately  identified.  In  short,  the  activity  is  intended 
to  identify  those  programs  whose  primary  or  principal  activity  is 
the  provision  of  facilities  and  equipment  not  that  support  which  is 
merely  incidental  to  other  purposes. 

The  Facilities  and  Equipment  activity  is  broken  down  into  sub- 
activities  indicating  the  major  activity  purpose  for  which  the 
Facilities  and  Equipment  are  being  provided.

etc . 

Scientific  and  Specialized  Information  -  Scientific  or  specialized 

information  activities,  e.g.,  information 
service  activities  of  the  National  Library 
of  Medicine,  National  Clearinghouse  for 
Mental  Health  Information,  the  specialized 
categorical  disease  information  activities 
of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 

Excludes  general  public  information  activities. 

Statistics  and  Data  -  Surveys  and  other  data  collection  activities 

to  support  program  planning,  evaluation, 
monitoring,  operation,  administration  and 
other  program  activities.  Includes  general 
activities  of  the  National  Center  for 
Health  Statistics,  National  Center  for 
Educational  Statistics,  and  major  program 
data  collection  activities  of  SRS.  fncludes 
collection  and  analysis  of  statistical  and 
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other  information  through  surveys, 
epidemiological  studies,  etc.,  for 
purposes  such  as  planning  and  di¬ 
recting  programs,  establishment  of 
standards,  or  to  provide  a  source 
of  information  for  outside  organi¬ 
zations.

furnished  to  State  and  local 
agencies  to  support  general 
operations  rather  than  specific 
activities . 

General  Management  Assistance  -  Support  for  general  adminis¬ 
trative  or  management  purposes  to 
permit  implementation  and  operation 
of  programs;  e.g.,  support  to  State, 
local  and  other  agencies  (other  than 
technical  assistance)  to  assist  in 
the  implementation,  general  conduct 
and  management  of  programs . 
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General  Support  (Unallocable)  -  Direct  operations  which  cannot 

be  allocated  to  one  of  the  activities 
or  sub-activities  identified  above. 

Includes  effort  relating  to:  (1)  planning, 
directing  and  administering  DHEW  programs 
(both  intra-  and  extra-mural);  (2)  central 
service  activities  carried  on  in  support 
of  direct  operations  (i.e.,  shops,  animal 
breeding  and  care,  libraries,  ADP  support, 
etc.)  which  cannot  be  readily  allocated 
to  other  activities .

1 .  Introduction 

The  source  of  funds  for  a  program  and  the  mode  of  fund  obligation 
under  a  program  are  indicated  by  a  two-digit  code.  Both  digits 
are  employed  to  describe  each  program.  The  finance  code  is  the 
major  coding  device  for  selection  of  the  funding  and  obligation 
sub-sections  in  the  Department's  Program  and  Financial  Plan. 

The  funding  code  is  used  to  provide  a  reconciliation  with  the 
various  budgec  documents  and  to  control  duplicate  reporting.  It 
has  been  extended  this  year  to  allow  compatibility  with  the 
Department's  new  accounting  system.  The  obligation  code  is  used 
to  separate  major  modes  of  financing  of  DHEW  programs  that  are  of 
interest  in  program  analysis. 


1 . 1  Source  of  Funds

This  includes 
both  appropriation  accounts  and 
advances  and  reimbursements.  The 
funds  always  should  be  coded  with 
the  recipient's  program  budget  code. 
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4.  Transfers  from  other  Departments  and  Agencies  -  All 

general  funds  that  are  not  appro¬ 
priated  to  DHEW  but  which  are 
transferred  to  and  administered 
by  the  Department .  Program  budget 
code  should  be  assigned  as  described 
under  Section  B  if  they  are  not  re¬ 
ported  under  the  recipient's  Budget 
Program  and  Financing  schedule. 

(The  same  rules  as  above  should  apply.) 

5.  Transfers  from  Trust  Funds  -  Includes  all  outlays  which 

are  funded  by  transfers  from  trust 
funds  to  other  organizations  within 
HEW.  (The  same  rule  as  3  above 
should  apply.) 

6.  Participation  Certificate  -  Used  when  the  source  of 

funds  involve  the  sale  of  participation 
certificates . 

7.  Reimbursements  from  the  Public  -  Used  when  various  operations 

of  the  Department  are  particularly  paid 
for  by  the  public.  The  total  program 
cost  of  the  services  should  be  reported 
and  portions  covered  by  reimbursements 
should  be  separately  identified  when  ear¬ 
marked  for  such  service.  When  the  reim¬ 
bursements  are  added  to  a  common  operating 
fund,  a  method  of  prorating  should  be  used 
depending  upon  the  type  of  operation. 

The  Program  Budget  code  of  the  fund  should 
be  used. 

8.  Non-Federal  Administered  Funds  -  In  order  to  arrive  at  a 

total  program  cost,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  include  funds  from  non-Federal  sources, 
which  although  not  administered  by  the 
Federal  government,  contribute  to  support 
of  the  program.  State  and  local  government 
matching  funds  as  well  as  private  funds  are 
included  in  this  category.  The  Program 
Budget  code  of  the  corresponding  Federal 
program  should  be  used.

Introduction 


Where  meaningful,  we  need  to  understand  not  only  the  levels  of 
effort  applied  to  the  various  purposes  of  the  Department,  but 
also  the  expected  accomplishments .  The  following  pages  contain 
illustrative  examples  of  the  type  of  data  desired.  No  attempt 
has  been  made  to  create  a  complete  or  exhaustive  listing.  To 
date  attempts  to  specify  the  exact  measures  that  would  be  use¬ 
ful  have  not  proved  very  fruitful.  Reporting  against  such 
measures  has  been  frustrated  by  large  agency  data  gaps.  However, 
as  program  evaluation  becomes  more  common  and  as  agency  attention 
is  increasingly  focused  on  explicit  goal  statements,  it  is  assumed 
that  relevant  and  timely  output  measures  will  be  developed  and 
reported . 

Two  classes  of  output  indicators  are  to  be  reported.  One  desig¬ 
nated  as  operations  indicators ,  is  usually  directly  relatable  to 
the  outputs  of  the  activities  in  the  program  structure.  They  are 
the  immediate  translations  into  non-financial  terms  of  what  is 
produced  for  the  money  or  effort  expended.  For  training  activities 
this  would  generally  be  the  number  of  people  in  training  or  the  number 
of  people  completing  training  defined  in  terms  of  the  occupational 
specialty  objective.  Indicators  for  services  might  be  in  terms  of 
numbers  of  people  served,  treated,  rehabilitated,  supported  by 
payments,  counselled  or  participating  in  a  given  program.  Both 
absolute  numbers  involved  and  the  percentage  this  represents  of 
those  in  need  and/or  those  in  a  given  population  group  are  useful. 
Construction  might  be  measured  in  capacity  provided  (beds,  student 
places,  rehabilitation  capacity),  institutions  aided,  or  square 
feet  put  in  place. 

In  a  broader  sense,  however,  these  outputs  are  supported  because 
they  should  bring  about  desired  changes  in  the  well-being  of  our 
people.  They  are  inputs  into  the  social  system.  So,  we  are  also 
asking  programs  to  report  on  their  effects  in  terms  that  go  beyond 
the  resources  generated  or  the  persons  and  institutions  affected. 

This  second  type  of  output,  the  program  impact  indicators ,  would 
reflect  data  related  to  the  impact  of  the  total  program  element. 

In  the  health  area  this  could  be  morbidity  and  mortality  data  for 
particular  health  problems,  changes  in  the  percent  of  defective 
products  reaching  consumers,  reductions  in  pollutant  levels  or  the 
availability  of  health  services  for  specific  population  groups.  Ex¬ 
amples  of  program  indicators  for  education  programs  would  be  changes 
in  illiteracy  by  age  and  ethnic  group,  dropouts,  student- teacher 
ratios,  qualifications  of  teachers,  and  availability  of  special 
programs  for  handicapped  children. 
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There  are  many  significant  impacts  of  social  developments  which 
result  from  combinations  of  programs,  and  from  the  combined 
effects  of  HEW  programs  with  other  actions  by  other  govern¬ 
mental  agencies  and  the  private  sector.  Estimates  of  these 
social  indicators  should  be  included  in  the  narratives  accom¬ 
panying  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  data  submissions  rather 
than  on  the  reporting  forms.  Examples  of  these  in  health  could 
be  changes  in  national  life  expectancy,  infant  mortality  rates, 
and  morbidity  indicators  such  as  work-days  lost  due  to  illness. 

In  education,  these  might  be  represented  by  the  percentage  of 
high  school  graduates  who  enter  college  according  to  the  median 
family  income  of  the  school  district,  teacher  salaries,  college 
entrance  scores,  and  other  indicators  of  overall  educational 
attainments.  For  social  services  and  income  maintenance,  indi¬ 
cators  might  include  such  things  as  changes  in  crime  and  juvenile 
delinquency  rates,  changes  in  the  number  of  people  in  poverty, 
and  the  availability  of  social  services  to  disadvantaged  popula¬ 
tion  groups. 

Part  II,  Section  B,  subsection  4,  gives  detailed  instructions 
for  entering  output  data  on  the  form  494.  Note  that  no  master 
list  of  output  codes  has  been  devised  for  preparing  the  form 
494.  However,  a  procedure  for  establishing  output  codes  has 
been  included  in  the  detailed  reporting  instructions. 

Output  measures  that  accurately  portray  both  the  direct  and 
indirect  results  of  expenditures  are  critical  to  an  effectively 
working  PPB  system.  It  is  not  enough  merely  to  report  the  mass 
of  data  that  is  conveniently  available  under  the  title  "output 
data"  (in  many  cases  the  usefulness  of  number  of  grants  or 
projects  is  marginal  as  a  measure  of  what  is  achieved) .  Rather, 
the  challenge  is  to  develop  measures  and  collect  data  that 
represent  the  thrust  and  direction  of  a  given  program.  To 
some  extent  this  has  been  done  in  previous  submissions,  but 
much  remains  to  be  done  before  this  aspect  of  the  PPB  system 
fully  realizes  its  potential  to  aid  in  the  decision  making 
process .

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SECTION  H 
TARGET  GROUPS 


1.  Description 

Groups  in  the  population  at  which  programs  are  aimed  or  on  which  they 
impact  significantly  are  called  target  groups.  Programs  should  be 
identified  by  target  group  when  they  are  either  (a)  specifically  aimed 
at  groups  within  the  population,  or  (b)  when  they  are  programs  for  the 
"Provision  of  Services"  and  are  reported  for  that  activity.  Under  the 
latter  requirement,  all  programs  for  the  "Provision  of  Services"  will 
be  reported  by  target  group  when  they  impact  significantly  on  target 
populations  even  though  they  may  not  be  specifically  aimed  at  those 
groups. 

2 .  Coding 

Target  groups  are  identified  through  the  use  of  a  four-digit  code. 

The  four  digits  identify  age  class,  income  level,  groups  with  general 
problems  or  special  needs,  and  location.  The  breaks  under  Age  Class 
and  Income  Level  are  given  in  general  ranges  to  permit  target  group 
identification  of  programs  which  do  not  have  specific  age  or  income 
requirements  or  orientations  but  which  can  be  related  to  an  age  or 
income  range .  Each  digit  position  includes  a  category  "Not  relevant 
criterion"  which  should  be  used  sparingly  and  only  after  careful  con¬ 
sideration  of  other  categories  in  each  digit. 

Digit  Position  1  -  Age  Class 

Although  a  program  may  not  be  directed  at  all  persons  within  a  given 
age  range  the  program  should  be  coded  to  that  range  if  it  affects  a 
significant  number  of  individuals  within  the  range.  If  a  program 
impacts  significantly  on  more  than  one  age  group,  the  program  should 
be  prorated  over  the  appropriate  age  groups. 

Digit  Position  2  -  Income  Class 

The  same  proration  techniques  should  be  used,  where  applicable,  among 
the  categories  represented  by  the  2nd  digit  of  the  code.  For  example, 
portions  of  a  program  for  the  "medically  indigent"  might  be  allocated 
to  three  different  income  ranges--"under  $3,000;"  $3 , 000-$5 , 000 ;  and 
in  some  cases  "$5,000-$12,000."

Digit  Position  3  -  Problem  or  Need  Class 

The  list  of  groups  which  have  special  problems  or  needs  is  not 
intended  to  be  exhaustive.  Only  selected  groups,  typically 
those  for  which  there  are  a  variety  of  programs  in  a  number  of 
different  agencies,  have  been  identified  for  reporting  on  a 
Department-wide  basis. 

Digit  Position  4  -  Location 

Dollars  should  be  allocated  within  this  digit  in  two  specific  cases: 

(1)  those  programs  concerned  with  urban,  core  city  or  rural  problems 
even  though  they  may  not  be  directly  going  to  the  area  coded  (e.g., 
air  pollution  research)  and  (2)  programs  which  impact  directly  on 
area  problems,  either  by  effecting  the  resources  of  the  location  or 
by  assisting  groups  of  the  population,  many  of  whom  reside  in  a  given 
area  (e.g.,  Hill-Burton  or  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act, 

Title  I).  In  addition,  all  programs  coded  to  the  major  activity 
"Services"  should  be  allocated.  Where  no  better  basis  for  reporting 
exist,  estimates  should  be  made  on  a  population  basis  so  as  to  be  con¬ 
sistent  with  program  data  reported  in  compliance  with  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  Circular  A-84.  However,  before  this  approach  is  utilized, 
every  attempt  should  be  made  to  distribute  the  dollars  in  a  manner 
more  consistent  with  PPB  target  group  concepts. 

3 .  Reporting 

Target  group  figures  will  be  reported  as  percentages  of  funds  rather 
than  as  absolute  amounts.  Percents  may  be  specific  to  a  given  activity 
or  alike  for  all  activities  pertaining  to  a  single  program  element. 

This  method  of  reporting  is  intended  to  provide  flexibility  to  the 
agencies  of  DHEW  in  making  target  group  distribution.  Generally 
speaking  a  liberal  rather  than  a  restrictive  approach  should  be 
adopted  regarding  the  reporting  of  target  group  information.  Complete 
information  systems  to  support  target  group  data  are  rare.  But  often 
intelligent  and  sensitive  estimation  can  provide  very  reasonable  and 
useful  approximations. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  sampling  and  other  statistical  techniques  may 
be  applied,  when  accounting  tape  data  are  lacking,  staffs  responsible 
for  PPBS  reporting  should  consult  with  Agency  Report  Clearing  Offices 
and  Program  Statistical  planning  staffs  in  order  to  fully  exploit  all 
available  data.

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SECTION  J 
THE  DISEASE  ANNEX 


1 .  Description 

The  Disease  Annex,  like  the  target  group  code  and  Manpower 
Annex,  is  used  as  an  organizing  device  to  collect  and  sum¬ 
marize  information  on  all  programs  of  the  Department  which, 
regardless  of  their  major  objective,  impact  upon  a  particular 
concern  of  the  Department.  In  this  case,  the  unifying  prin¬ 
ciple  is  the  relation  of  programs  to  specific  health  problems. 
Only  data  for  the  past,  current  and  budget  years  (1967-1969) 
are  reported  in  the  Disease  Annex. 

All  programs  throughout  the  Department  which  are  directed 
towards  or  impact  significantly  upon  any  of  the  health  prob¬ 
lems  listed  below  should  report  in  the  Disease  Annex  no  matter 
what  area  of  the  program  structure  the  program  appears  in. 

These  programs  will  include  all  research,  disease  prevention 
and  control,  health  planning, facility,  training,  rehabilitation 
and  other  service  programs  which  are  relatable  to  one  or  more 
specific  health  problems.  Social  and  physical  environmental 
and  consumer  protection  programs  which  can  be  directly  related 
to  a  specific  disease  or  health  problem  should  also  use  the 
Annex. 

Only  those  dollars  spent  under  a  given  program  which  can  be 
related  reasonably  to  a  specific  health  problem  should  be 
reported.  Hence,  dollars  reported  in  the  Annex  need  not 
aggregate  to  the  total  reported  for  the  program  in  the  main 
program  structure.  Dollars  are  reported  broken  down  by  health 
problem  and  program  activity.  Complete  reporting  instructions 
are  given  in  Part  III,  Section  B, sub-section  6. 

The  list  of  health  problems  and  the  corresponding  codes  are 
given  in  the  following  sub-section.  The  health  problems  listing 
is  generally  based  on  the  coding  contained  in  the  International 
Classification  of  Diseases.  The  use  of  this  structure  should 
not  imply  that  only  disease-oriented  programs  should  appear 
here.  For  example,  Behavioral  Growth  and  Development  and  Aging 
are  not  diseases.  They  do  represent  health  problems. 
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The  data  reported  in  the  Disease  Annex  will  be  used  to  prepare 
health  problem  summaries  showing  all  programs  and  activities 
related  to  each  health  problem.  The  summaries  will  cover  the 
past,  current  and  budget  years  (1967-1969). 

2 .  Health  Problem  Coding 


A  three-digit  code  is  used  to  describe  the  set  of  health  prob¬ 
lem  categories.  The  first  digit  summarizes  the  health  problem 
and  the  last  two  digits  provide  further  detail.  In  some  of  the 
health  problem  categories  such  as  the  "Cancer"  category,  the 
lower  levels  describe  alternatively  the  site  of  the  disease, 
e.g.,  lung,  breast,  etc.,  or  the  type  of  activity,  e.g.,  Resource 
Development,  Problem  Definition,  etc.  If  a  choice  must  be  made 
between  these  two  types  of  categories  as,  for  instance,  for  an 
epidemiology  program  concerned  with  a  single  disease  entity 
such  as  cervical  cancer,  preference  should  be  given  to  the 
disease  site  category.  However,  an  epidemiology  program  con¬ 
cerned  with  all  or  several  types  of  cancer  would  be  coded  under 
"Epidemiology  and  Biometric  Studies." 

If  a  program  cannot  be  broken  down  meaningfully  among  the  lower 
level  categories,  it  may  be  assigned  to  the  "Non-Allocable" 
category  appearing  within  each  major  disease  break.

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SECTION  K 
MANPOWER 


1.  DESCRIPTION  OF  PURPOSE  AND  SCOPE 


a.  The  development  of  professional,  technical,  scientific  and 
supporting  manpower  is  essential  to  implement  expanding 
health,  education,  social,  and  rehabilitation  programs. 

Training  for  occupations  (and  professions)  in  these  programs 
is  the  means  toward  that  end  which  is  emphasized  in  this 
Guidance.  "Training"  is  broadly  defined  so  as  to  include 
vocational,  professional  and  other  educational  programs 
which  supply  or  upgrade  personnel  for  health,  education, 
welfare,  and  related  activities--both  public  and  non¬ 
governmental.  The  detailed  instructions  and  reports  in 
this  Guidance  concentrate  on  training.  However,  the  Guidance 
also  lays  the  foundation  for  future  analyses  and  planning 
with  respect  to  better  utilization  of  manpower  and  increasing 
the  employment  opportunities  in  health,  education,  social  and 
rehabilitation  occupations  for  individuals  with  limited  educa¬ 
tion  and  other  disadvantages.  Consequently,  operating  agencies 
are  requested  to  report  on  training  activities  in  relationship 
to  assumptions  and  information  on  the  supply  of,  demand  for, 
and  utilization  of  manpower  on  a  Nation-wide  basis. 

b.  Training  data  are  reported  by  the  agencies  in  the  context  of 
the  complete  program  structure  under  the  program  activities 
"Training  of  Personnel"  and  "Facilities  and  Equipment,"  which 
support  training. 

The  training  activity  is  further  differentiated  in  terms  of 
type  of  support--student  aid  and  institutional  support,  and 
by  the  effect  of  the  training  on  the  manpower  pool.  The 
"Facilities  and  Equipment"  activity  is  further  differentiated 
by  an  additional  sub-activity  break.  It  is  the  training  aspect 
that  is  related  to  the  Manpower  Section.  A  complete  description 
of  activities  is  included  in  Part  II,  Section  C. 

c.  The  Manpower  Section  requires  occupational  data  showing  dollars 
for  training  activities  by  occupation  together  with  selected 
output  measures.  These  data  which  are  directly  relatable  to 
the  HEW  program  structure  are  submitted  on  formalized  data 
sheets  for  inclusion  in  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan  data  base* 
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This  information  is  described  in  the  following  Part  III, 
REPORTING  INSTRUCTIONS.  The  detailed  reports  will  be 
primarily  in  terms  of  DHEW  outlays  but  will  be  supple¬ 
mented  so  far  as  feasible  by  estimates  of  other  Federal 
and  non-Federal  expenditures  for  the  same  activities, 
composite  totals,  and  costs  per  individual  completing 
training  programs.  Such  estimates  will  be  in  memorandum 
form.  When  confined  to  matching  expenditures  they  should 
be  consistent  with  DHEW  financial  reports. 


2.  PROGRAM  AND  FINANCIAL  PLAN  MANPOWER  DATA 


a.  For  each  program  element  for  which  training  activities 

are  reported  a  supplemental  Manpower  Data  form  (Form  HEW-493) 
is  completed.  The  following  are  considered  training  activities

Information  reported  on  this  form  describes  training  in  the 
following  dimensions: 

(1)  Dollars  by  occupations--a  list  of  occupational 
groupings  and  their  codes  is  given  at  the  end 
of  this  section. 

All  training  activities  reported  for  each  program 
element  must  be  reported  on  the  associated  man¬ 
power  data  sheet.  Occupations  of  minor  signifi¬ 
cance  may  be  reported  under  a  residual  category 
identified  by  a  code  number  ending  in  "Y".  If  it 
is  not  possible  to  allocate  the  activity  among 
occupations,  the  activity  should  be  reported  against 
the  "non-allocable"  occupation  category  included 
at  the  bottom  of  the  list  (identified  by  a  code 
number  ending  in  "Z").  The  last  code  should  be 
used  only  as  a  last  resort. 
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(2)  Training  outputs  by  occupations  —  support  for  each 
occupation  must  be  further  described  in  terms  of 
3  types  of  non-f inancial  output: 

number  of  full-time  man-year  equivalents 
covered  by  the  program  submission; 

number  of  persons  completing  training  by 
the  end  of  fiscal  year; 

number  of  institutions  supported. 

All  three  types  of  outputs  may  not  be  relevant  to 
a  given  program  activity.  For  instance,  direct 
student  aid  activity  will  not  show  output  under 
"Number  of  Institutions  Supported."  Again,  it 
might  not  be  possible  to  describe  a  facility 
construction  program  in  terms  of  numbers  of 
persons  trained.  However,  distributions  of 
the  latter  should  be  made  whenever  meaningful. 

Detailed  instructions  for  preparing  the  manpower 
data  sheets  (Form  HEW-493)  are  given  in  Part  III. 

b.  These  data  will  be  reduced  to  machine  readable  form  and  will 
be  processed  to  produce  tables  as  illustrated  in  Section  I 
(Manpower)  and  other  tables.  Information  shown  for  the 
Department  will  include:

3.  MANPOWER  RESOURCES 


The  data  derived  from  the  HEW-493  will  permit  aggregations  of 
estimates  in  various  ways  showing  HEW ' s  manpower  investment  and 
activities.  Certain  kinds  of  additional  information  are  needed 
to  complete  the  manpower  picture.  The  manpower  narrative  informa¬ 
tion  is  in  addition  to  the  general  narrative  information  described 
in  Part  III,  Section  C. 

a •  National  Manpower  Resources  Data  and  Supporting  Narrative 

Each  operating  agency  of  the  Department  which  supports  manpower 
training  activities  shall  submit  the  following  information  on 
the  national  manpower  pool  in  narrative  supported  by  the  best 
available  estimates. 

(1)  Training 

For  each  group  of  related  occupations  and  so  far  as 
feasible  for  each  occupation: 

.  present  manpower  supply; 

.  manpower  needs--present  and  prospective  through  1974; 
.  annual  number  being  added  nationally  to  manpower 

pool  for  the  specified  occupation--currently  and 
prospective ly ; 
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.  estimated  annual  number  of  persons  (1967-1974) 
in  each  occupation  added  to  manpower  pool 
through  HEW  occupational  support; 

.  estimated  annual  number,  by  specialization,  with 

upgraded  skills  through  HEW  occupational  support. 

An  illustrative  format  for  summarizing  these  data  is 
shown  on  the  following  page  in  Figure  1-1.  The  final 
form  will  be  designed  jointly  by  the  OASPE  and  the 
operating  agencies. 

(2)  The  assumptions  used  to  arrive  at  manpower  estimates, 

including  turnovers  and  other  attrition  factors,  should 
be  described  in  the  narrative.  The  OASPE  will  provide 
the  basic  policy,  demographic  and  related  assumptiQns 
which  are  the  common  basis  for  agency  projections. 
Responsibility  for  making  estimates  of  manpower  needs 
is  assigned  to  the  agency  with  primary  concern  in  each 
area--including  cooperation  with  other  Federal  agencies 
and  non-Federal  sources. 

Office  of  Education  -  all  education  occupations 

(educational  inputs  to  other 
disciplines  to  be  designated) 

Public  Health  Service  -  all  health  occupations  (including 

social  behavioral  sciences) 

Social  and  Rehabilitation  Service  -  all  social  and 

rehabilitation  service 
occupations . 

The  assumptions  should  include  the  interrelationships 
among  educational  levels  and  DHEW  supported  training, 
particularly: 

educational  prerequisites  for  entry  into  practice 
of  each  occupation--both  prevailing  and  minimal 
standards;  extent  to  which  current  manpower  does 
not  meet  either  standard;  educational  prerequisites 
for  training;  and  extent  to  which  DHEW  supported 
training  can  bridge  the  gap  between  actual  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  prerequisites  for  training  and  for 
practice . 
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(3)  In  addition  to  explaining  the  data  submitted,  the 
narrative  should  present  and  discuss  alternative 
methods  of  attacking  the  HEW  manpower  problem 
that  were  or  might  be  considered  in  addition  to 
those  selected  for  financial  support,  e.g.  expansion 
of  use  of  sub-professional  and  other  supporting 
personnel  in  activities  that  could  be  performed 
by  persons  with  on-the-job  or  other  specialized 
training  of  shorter  duration  than  full-professional 
education.  Particular  attention  should  be  given  to 
use  of  manpower  with  limited  education. 

b.  Supplementary  Information  on  Manpower  Facilities 

Agencies  whose  estimates  include  funds  for  manpower 
facilities  should,  in  addition  to  data  requested  on 
form  493,  submit  data  with  narrative  explanation  on 
the  following: 

(1)  Estimates  of  present  supply  of  each  type  of  facility 
for  which  support  is  proposed; 

(2)  Needs  for  such  facilities--present  and  prospective 
through  1974; 

(3)  Estimates  of  current  and  prospective  production  of 
such  facilities  to  date  selected  above; 

(4)  Effect  of  proposed  support  by  HEW  on  current  and 
prospective  supply  of  such  facilities. 

The  illustrative  format  for  submitting  these  data  is  given 
in  Figure  1-2.

4.  OCCUPATIONAL  CLASSIFICATION  AND  GROSS  REFERENCES 

a.  Purpose  and  Scope 

The  occupations  which  follow  are  those  which  are  directly  essential 
to  health,  education,  social  and  rehabilitation  programs  and  for 
which  a  substantial  proportion  of  employment  is  in  such  programs. 
For  example,  a  shortage  of  Safety  Engineers  can  hinder  injury 
control  programs.  Therefore,  Safety  Engineers  are  included  even 
though  they  are  also  employed  in  programs  not  supported  by  DHEW. 

All  occupations  for  which  DHEW  supports  training  are  in  the  DHEW 
Occupational  Code.  In  addition,  the  code  should  include  other 
occupations  in  which  shortages  are  significant  to  health,  educa¬ 
tion,  social  and  rehabilitation  programs.  Therefore,  the  code 
can  be  expanded. 

b.  Structure 


Each  major  occupational  heading  should  bring  together  occupations 
ac  different  levels  but  which  relate  to  broad  program  areas. 

For  example,  "Educators  and  Teacher  Aides"  includes  a  wide  range 
of  skills. 

So  far  as  feasible  data  are  to  be  coded  by  specific  occupations. 

If  an  occupation  is  identified  subsequent  to  the  publication  of 
the  code,  the  reporting  agency  should  recommend  amendment  of  the 
code,  supported  by  a  description  of  the  occupation  and  its 
relationship  to  other  occupations  already  in  the  code,  and  should 
suggest  a  letter  identification.  The  "Y"  "Other"  category  under 
each  heading  should  be  used  only  for  minor  occupations.  The  "S-" 
"Unallocated"  category  is  reserved  for  data  pertaining  to  all 
occupations  under  the  main  heading.  Data  which  cannot  be  allocated 
to  any  occupation  should  be  placed  in"^1  . 

c .  Relationship  to  Minimum  Educational  Prerequisites  for  Entering 

Training  and  for  Entering  Practice 

A  Summary  of  the  above  prerequisites  has  been  compiled  and 
distributed  separately  from  the  Guidance.  Each  reporting 
agency  will  be  asked  to  cross-reference  that  summary  to  the 
revised  Code,  otherwise  update  it,  and  return  it  to  the  OASPE 
as  a  part  of  the  narrative  Manpower  information  requested  in 
paragraph  3.  of  this  Section.  This  restatement  will  not  be  due 
until  after  completion  of  the  above  review  of,  amendment  as 
necessary,  and  agreement  on  the  final  Occupational  Code. 
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d »  Relationships  with  Other  Occupational  Classification.  Systems 

DHEW  uses  manpower  and  training  data  from  a  wide  variety  of 
sources--organized  according  to  classification  systems  used 
by  different  agencies,  e.g.:  Civil  Service  Commission, 

National  Science  Foundation,  Census  Bureau,  and  Labor  Department. 
This  issue  of  the  Guidance  anticipates  the  need  for  future  coordi¬ 
nation  between  DHEW  data  on  training  and  other  manpower  data. 

For  this  year,  however,  the  Departmental  requirement  is  limited 
to  cross-referencing  between  the  DHEW  Occupational  Code  and  the 
Labor  Department's  Dictionary  of  Occupational  Titles-- 1965  — 

THIRD  EDITION.  Therefore,  each  operating  agency  is  requested 
to  reference  DHEW  occupational  codes  against  the  nearest 
equivalent  of  the  DOT  and  return  such  references  at  the  same 
time  as  the  restatement  of  Educational  Prerequisites  requested 
under  sub-section  4.  c.  of  this  Section.  Those  references  will 
be  included  in  the  DHEW  Occupational  Code  when  it  is  reissued. 

The  OASPE  will  provide  each  operating  agency  with  guides  to  the 
Occupational  Groups  which  appear  to  be  most  relevant  to  the  DHEW 
Occupational  Code.  No  agency  will  be  required  to  substitute  the 
DOT  categories  for  DHEW  occupational  codes.  Agencies  are  free 
to  propose  amendments  of  that  Code  based  on  adaptations  of  the  DOT* 
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(This  text  includes  additions 
approved  as  of  June  1967-- 
further  revised  February  1968.)

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SECTION  A 

GENERAL  REPORTING  INSTRUCTIONS 


1.  Financial  data  by  activity  and  finance  code,  and  target 
group  data  will  be  submitted  on  form  HEW-492.  Each  form  will 

be  specific  to  a  program  element  with  the  following  descriptors: 

(a)  program  category  code,  (b)  program  budget  code,  (c)  organi¬ 
zation  code,  and  (d)  legislation  code. 

2.  Output  data  for  each  program  element  will  be  reported  on 
form  HEW-494. 

3.  Training  of  personnel  in  occupations  related  to  HEW  pro¬ 
grams  will  be  further  detailed  for  both  financial  and  selected 
output  data  on  form  HEW-493.  These  data  will  be  processed  to 
produce  a  Manpower  Annex  to  the  Program  and  Financial  Plan 
showing  Department-wide  expenditures  for  training  in  occupa¬ 
tions  related  to  the  major  purposes  of  the  Department. 

4.  Form  HEW-502  will  be  used  to  report  information  on  all 
programs  of  the  Department,  which  regardless  of  their  major 
objective,  impact  on  a  particular  health  problem. 

5.  The  data  sheets  should  be  prepared  for  the  lowest  relevant 
organization  level  (usually  the  Division  --  see  list  of  codes 
in  Part  II,  Section  D) .  The  data  sheet  should  be  assembled  and 
submitted  to  OASPE . 

6.  A  covering  memorandum  will  be  included  with  each  submission 
detailing  the  following:  (a)  date;  (b)  submitting  organization; 

(c)  list  of  complete  organizations  included;  (d)  name  of  the 
bureau  or  agency  official  approving  the  editing  of  the  submission. 

7.  Data  on  form  HEW-492  should  be  recorded  only  at  the  program 
element  level,  (i.e.,  lowest  category  level)  and  should  not  be 
aggregated  to  higher  levels  of  the  program  structure. 

8.  In  coding  program  information  by  its  various  descriptors  -- 
program  category,  program  budget  element,  organization,  legislation, 
finance  and  activities  codes  --  the  codes  must  be  reported  at  the 
lowest  available  level  of  definition. 
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Throughout  the  coding  system  the  appearance  of  a  blank  or  a 
zero  in  any  level  of  a  code  implies  either  aggregation  or 
no  further  breakout. 

9.  No  use  will  be  made  of  "non-adds;"  all  funds  must  be  allo¬ 
cated  to  the  program  structure  and  reported  only  once. 

10.  Data  will  be  submitted  in  three  fully  edited  copies  to 

the  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Planning  and  Evaluation 
There  is  no  requirement  for  the  transmittal  of  machine -readable 
data.  All  data  will  be  punched  centrally. 

11.  Agencies  are  responsible  for  verifying  and  editing  the 
forms  before  submissions  to  OASPE.  Particular  care  should  be 
given  to  assuring  (a)  all  funds  have  been  reported  on  the  HEW 
492' s  and  that  they  cross-checkwith  the  totals  in  the  budget 
documents  for  each  appropriation;  (b)  that  all  codes  are 
accurate  and  correctly  recorded;  (c)  that  when  the  manpower 
data  sheets  form  HEW-493  are  used  the  totals  tie  to  those 

of  the  corresponding  form  HEW-492, 

12.  Each  agency  will  submit  with  the  data  sheets  a  narrative 
statement  of  its  multi-year  program  and  financial  plan.  The 
narrative  should  highlight  the  needs  to  be  met  and  the  objectives 
expected  results,  financial  magnitudes  and  legislative  aspects 

of  the  program  in  concise  and  cogent  form.  Reporting  of  Social 
Impact  Indicators  (see  Section  G  of  Part  II  above)  should  also  be 
included  in  the  narrative.  A  special  narrative  supplement  to 
the  manpower  data  sheets  is  also  required  (see  Section  K  of 
Part  II  above).  Special  instructions  for  the  narrative  will 
be  issued  along  with  the  call  for  development  of  the  Program 
and  Financial  Plan.

SECTION  B 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  PREPARING  PROGRAM  AND  FINANCIAL  PLAN  DATA  SHEETS 

1 .  Coverage  of  Data  Sheets 

Four  formatted  sheets  are  to  be  used  in  submitting  program  and 
financial  plan  data  to  OASPE.  The  first  (form  HEW-492)  is  used 
for  recording  data  specific  to  one  program  element,  i.e.,  to  one 
operating  program  and  to  one  of  the  program  categories  to  which 
it  applies.  The  following  data  are  recorded:  (a)  financial 
data  by  program  activity;  (b)  percent  distributions  for  attributing 
the  impact  of  program  activities  to  one  or  more  target  groups. 
Projections  for  all  these  types  of  data  may  be  shown  on  the  form 
492  for  a  period  of  seven  fiscal  years. 

The  second  sheet  (form  HEW-494)  is  used  for  recording  output  data 
for  the  program  element. 

The  third  sheet,  the  manpower  data  form  (form  HEW-493)  is  used 
for  distributing  the  training  activity  levels  reported  on  form  492 
by  occupational  group  affected.  Four  measures  may  be  recorded 
for  each  type  of  training  activity  and  related  occupation--dollars 
spent,  man-year  equivalents  of  training,  number  of  persons  completing 
training  and  number  of  institutions  supported--f or  each  of  the 
fiscal  years  covered. 

The  fourth  sheet,  the  disease  data  (form  HEW-502)  is  prepared  by 
those  organizations  that  have  programs  which  are  directed  towards 
or  impact  significantly  upon  any  of  the  health  problems  listed 
in  the  disease  annex  (Part  II,  Section  J).  Only  data  for 
the  past,  current  and  budget  years  (1967-69)  will  be  required 
for  this  annex. 

2 .  Form  Preparation  Conventions 

Because  the  forms  492,  493,  494  and  502  are  to  be  prepared  for 
central  processing,  certain  conventions  should  be  adhered  to  in 
order  to  insure  legibility  and  minimize  errors  when  the  data  are 
reduced  to  machine  readable  form.  The  data  sheets  have  been 
designed  to  facilitate  adherence  to  these  conventions. 
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The  data  sheets  may  be  submitted  to  OASPE  in  either  typed 
or  handwritten  form  as  long  as  the  sheets  are  legible  and 
reproducible  by  Xerox  and  the  conventions  outlined  below 
are  followed.  Handwriting  may,  in  fact,  be  preferable  to 
eliminate  an  additional  opportunity  for  the  introduction  of 
errors . 

In  preparing  data  for  machine  processing,  individual  pieces  of 
data  are  normally  entered  into  a  single  "field"  consisting  of 
a  specified  number  of  columns.  Each  column  may  contain  one 
character  only.  The  field  columns  on  the  forms  are  indicated 
by  dashes.  Characters  entered  in  the  fields  should  be  aligned 
one  to  a  dash. 

Fields  to  be  processed  on  the  forms  are  indicated  by  numbers  in 
parenthesis  in  the  column  headings.  These  fields  include  all 
codes  and  data  values  to  be  entered  on  the  form.  The  unnumbered 
description  fields  are  included  to  increase  the  readability  of 
the  form  and  to  facilitate  validation  of  the  coded  information, 
fields  of  a  record  may  be  of  two  types: 

a.  Numeric  fields  may  contain  only  the  digits 
0  to  9,  or  blanks.  Numeric  information  is 
right  -  justified,  i.e.,  inserted  in  right¬ 
most  digit  positions,  if  the  length  of  the 
number  is  smaller  than  the  field  size;  lead¬ 
ing  places  may  be  either  left  blank  or  zero- 
filled.  In  entering  numeric  information  on 
the  forms  decimal  points ,  dollar  signs  and 
commas  should  not  be  indicated.  The  value 
5,232  would  thus  appear  in  a  7  column  data 
field  as:

b.  Alphanumeric  fields  may  contain  either  alpha¬ 
betic  or  numeric  characters.  Information  is 
normally  left  justified;  spaces  are  denoted 
by  blank  columns.  The  code  fields  of  the 
forms  are  of  the  alphanumeric  form.

If  the  data  are  typed,  only  the  distinction  between'Zero  and 
the  letter  "0”  need  be  made  on  the  typed  copy. 

When  the  same  information  is  to  be  entered  in  the  same  columns 
on  several  successive  lines  it  need  be  written  on  only  the 
first  and  last. lines  of  the  group  with  an  arrow  joining  horizontal 
lines  indicating  the  width  of  the  field  to  be  duplicated.  For 
example:

All  duplicated  information  must  be  explicitly  denoted  by  this 
method  unless  it  is  written  out  fully.  The  indication  is  pre¬ 
drawn  on  the  forms  in  fields  requiring  idential  information  in 
columns  of  records  of  the  same  type.  If  desired  this  convention 
can  be  ignored  and  the  numbers  simply  reproduced  on  every  line. 
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3 .  Detailed  Instructions  for  Preparing  Program  and  Financial  Plan 

Data  Sheets:  Form  492. 

Form  492  is  used  for  entering  financial  data  by  activity  and  target 
group  for  a  single  organization,  program  category  and  operating 
program  or  part  of  an  operating  program.  The  unit  of  data  defined 
by  a  unique  combination  of  the  program  category  and  program-budget 
codes  is  referred  to  as  a  "program  element."  (See  Part  II,  Section 
B) 

A  sample  of  the  form  492  follows  this  page. 


3.1  Identification  Data  -  The  four  identification  fields  shown 
in  the  header  of  form  492  relate  the  information  shown  on 
the  page  to  a  single  organization,  program  category  and 
operating  program,  i.e.,  to  one  program  element.  The 
identification  fields  are  completed  as  follows: 


Field  1:  Program  Category  Code  -  Determine  appropriate 
6  digit  code  by  reference  to  the  complete 
DHEW  Program  Structure  given  in  Part  II, 
Section  A.  Enter  appropriate  code  in  spaces 
provided.  All  6  digits  must  be  specified. 
Enter  verbal  description,  abbreviated  as 
necessary,  in  the  space  provided. 

Field  2:  Program-Budget  Code  -  Consult  Part  II, 

Section  B  for  appropriate  code. 


Field  3:  Organization  Code  -  Enter  the  organiza¬ 
tion  code  of  the  reporting  unit  from  the 
listing  provided  in  Part  II,  Section  D. 

If  the  reporting  unit  is  at  an  organiza¬ 
tional  level  below  that  represented  in  the 
list,  the  code  of  the  parent  organization 
should  be  selected.

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"Data  Prepared"  is  self-explanatory.  "Page  _  of  _ " 

will  be  used  only  when  data  for  the  same  program  element 
must  be  continued  on  additional  sheets. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  above  four  fields  define  a 
program  element  and  even  though  they  may  appear  on  sep¬ 
arate  sheets,  the  computer  system  will  aggregate  all 
parts  or  a  single  program  element.  This  should  be  taken 
into  consideration  when  percentage  distribution  of  target 
group  information  is  reported  to  avoid  errors  in  reporting 
more  than  100  percent. 

3.2  Financial  Data  (Type  1  Data)  -  The  first  several  rows  of 
form  492  sheets  are  used  for  entering  dollar  amounts  for 
program  activities  over  the  planning  period.  One  line  is 
completed  for  each  of  the  activities  reported  for  the  pro¬ 
gram  element.  The  following  fields  are  completed: 

Field  6:  Finance  Code  -  Select  the  finance  code  appropriate 
to  the  activity  from  the  list  given  in  Part  II, 
Section  F.  If  more  than  one  finance  code  is 
appropriate  for  an  activity  the  data  for  the 
activity  must  be  distributed  among  the  finance 
code  on  successive  lines  of  the  form. 

Field  7:  Activity  Code  -  A  complete  description  of  the 
activity  code  structure  is  given  in  Part  II, 
Section  C.  From  the  list  select  the  proper 
combinations  of  activities  which  describe  the 
program  activities.  As  in  the  case  of  program 
category  codes  the  activity  code  should  be 
defined  at  the  lowest  level  only,  i.e.,  do 
not  report  dollars  for  the  activity  aggregate 
20  or  40  but  only,  where  applicable,  for  the 
lowest  level  breaks.  Enter  the  appropriate 
2  digits  in  the  column  provided  and  a  brief 
description  in  the  space  to  the  left  of  the 
code . 
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If  there  are  more  than  11  activies  relevant  to  a  given 
program  element  the  information  should  be  entered  on  ad¬ 
ditional  form  492  sheets.  The  information  given  in 
fields  1  through  4  of  the  header  should  be  repeated  on 
each  of  the  continuation  sheets  and  the  page  number  entry 
provided  for  in  the  upper  right-hand  corner  of  the  form 
should  be  used  to  indicate  the  ordering  and  number 
of  tie  sheets. 

Field  8-14:  Program  Dollars  -  For  each  activity  repre¬ 
sented  the  actual  or  projected  funds  are 
entered  for  the  fiscal  years  covered  by  the 
submission.  Complete  the  FY  column  headings 
as  appropriate;  if  fewer  than  seven  years 
are  covered,  the  left-most  columns  are  used 
and  the  remainder  left  blank.  Numbers  are 
entered,  right- justified,  in  the  7  columns 
allotted.  The  dollars  are  to  be  reported  in 
thousands  with  no  decimal  places.  For  example, 
if  the  dollars  reported  in  FY  67  for  the 
activity  were  $20,325,600  the  number  would 
be  rounded  and  entered  on  the  sheet  as  follows:

3.3  Target  Group  Data  (Type  2  Data)  -  The  program  dollars 
shown  by  activity  in  the  Type  1  data  must  be  further 
distributed  according  to  their  impact  on  one  or  more 
target  groups .  A  description  of  the  target  group 
structure  and  coding  is  given  in  Part  II,  Section  H. 

To  facilitate  projection  of  target  group  impacts, 
percent  factors  rather  than  absolute  program  dollars 
are  to  be  recorded.  These  percents,  recorded  for 
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each  fiscal  year  covered,  indicate  what  proportion 
of  the  dollars  spent  in  that  year  under  the  program 
element  affected  the  target  group  in  question.  The 
factors  may  apply  uniformly  to  all  program  element 
activities  or  different  sets  of  factors  may  be 
specified  for  each  program  activity. 

Within  each  set  of  factors  one  line  will  be  completed 
for  each  target  group  affected  by  the  program  element 
as  a  whole  or  by  one  of  the  activities.  Each  line  is 
completed  as  follows: 

a.  Field  6:  Target  Group  Code  -  In  the  columns 

provided  enter  the  appropriate  target 
group  code  taken  from  Part  II,  Section  H. 

All  4  digits  of  the  code  must  be  defined 
(i .e  . ,  non-zero) . 

b.  Field  7:  Activity  Code  -  If  the  percent  distributions 

shown  for  each  of  the  fiscal  years  differ  by 
activity,  enter  the  appropriate  activity 
code  in  field  7.  If  the  distributions  are 
to  be  applied  to  all  program  activities,  the 
activity  field  is  left  blank.  However,  the 
following  rule  must  be  strictly  adhered  to: 

If  distribtutions  for  a  given  target 
group  are  specifically  related  to  one 
or  more  activities,  either  distributions 
must  be  specified  for  all  the  activities 
listed  in  the  Type  1  data  or  a  set  of 
general  target  group  distribution  factors 
(with  blank  activity  code)  must  be  supplied 
for  use  in  distributing  the  activities  not 
listed  individually. 

For  example,  consider  a  mental  health  program 
element  with  5  activities  specified  for  it  in 
the  Type  1  data.  The  activities  impact  upon 
two  target  groups,  mentally  ill  adults  and 
mentally  ill  children  and  youth  (codes  693-& 
and  593Z-)  . 
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Four  out  of  five  of  the  activities 
impact  on  these  two  target  groups 
in  a  65:35  ratio.  The  fifth  activ¬ 
ity  "Provision  of  Services,  General 
Services"  (activity  code  4B)  is  more 
heavily  directed  towards  adults  with 
75  percent  of  the  funds  being  directed 
towards  the  adult  population.  The 
target  group  percent  distribution 
factors  would  be  specified  as  follows 
(assuming  the  factors  remain  constant 
over  the  fiscal  year  shown) .

In  completing  fiscal  year  fields,  the  following  convention  may 
be  used  for  convenience: 

An  arrow  appearing  in  any  fiscal  year  field  will  be 
interpreted  to  mean  continuation  of  the  last  factor 
entered  for  the  previous  years.  Thus,  if  the  distri¬ 
bution  factors  for  a  given  target  group  remain  constant 
over  the  entire  program  period,  they  need  only  be 
entered  once  in  the  first  fiscal  year.  If  they  change 
only  occasionally ,  they  need  only  be  entered  in  the 
years  in  which  they  change.  For  example,  if,  in  the 
example  cited  in  subsection  b  above,  the  general  dis¬ 
tribution  factors  remained  constant  at  a  ratio  of 
65:35  over  the  first  3  years  .but  then  shifted  to  a 
100:0  ratio  thereafter,  the  form  might  be  completed 
as  follows. 

It  is  mandatory  that  each  fiscal  year  field  be  filled  in 
with  either  a  percentage,  a  continuation  arrow  or  a  zero. 

The  computer  information  system  has  been  programmed  to 
make  checks  of  percentage  totals  and  will  reject  data 
that  does  not  total  100  percent  for  each  activity.  It 
is  necessary  that  a  zero  be  coded,  even  though  there  may 
be  no  dollars  for  that  activity  for  the  year,  to  distinguish 
between  a  continuation.

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4.  Detailed  Instructions  for  Preparing  Output  Data  Sheets: 

Form  HEW-494 


Non-Financial  Output  Data  (Type  4  Data)  -  These 
data,  entered  on  the  separate  form  494  relate  the 
program  element  activities  recorded  on  form  492 
to  one  or  more  non-f inancial  output  data.  An 
illustrative  list  of  output  data  with  narrative 
descriptions  is  given  in  Part  II,  Section  G. 
Except  for  the  procedures  noted  below 
output  data  codes  will  be  assigned  by  the 
agencies  and  no  specific  coding  is  prescribed. 
Agencies  should  maintain  records  of  all  measures 
reported  for  each  program  element  and  their 
assigned  codes  and  appropriate  units  of  measure. 


Dimensions  of  output  data  will,  of  course,  vary  considerably 
from  program- to-program,  and  will  change  over  time  as  measures 
are  deleted  or  added.  But  the  need  to  machine-process  this 
data  dictates  some  coding  structure.  The  first  digit  of  the 
four  digit  output  code  shall  be  the  first  digit  of  the  agency 
organization  code.  The  remaining  three  digits  shall  be 
assigned  by  the  agency  making  the  submission  in  whatever 
manner  is  convenient  (letters,  as  well  as  numbers,  are 
acceptable) »  These  codes  will  be  recorded  in  field  six  (6) 
of  the  HEW  494.  When  output  data  are  submitted  a  list  of 
output  codes  and  the  corresponding  units  measures  will  be 
submitted  to  OASPE .  The  list  will  be  used  to  create  a 
dictionary  of  codes  and  names  to  serve  as  a  look-up  table. 

The  measures  themselves  must  be  limited  in  length  for  machine 
purposes.  Consequently,  including  letters,  special  character 
and  spaces,  the  units  of  measure  may  not  exceed  45  spaces. 

In  many  cases  a  short  and  succinct  unit  of  measure  is  both 
desirable  and  natural.  However,  for  more  complex  measures 
abbreviations  should  be  used  to  shorten  them  to  or  below  the 
maximum  of  45  spaces.  Thus  a  unit  might  be

Care  must  be  taken  by  each  agency  to  ensure  that  a  given  code 
does  not  have  multiple  meanings.  But  beyond  that  any  method 
of  assigning  codes  may  be  used  (sequential,  internal  structure, 
etc.)  as  the  agency  sees  fit.  In  cases  where  the  output  as 
reported  represents  only  the  results  caused  by  Federal  ex¬ 
penditures,  the  notation  (FS)  representing  Federal  share  only 
should  be  included  in  the  unit  of  measure.  Where  appropriate, 
scaling  factors  should  be  included  according  to  the  following 
abbreviations:  (hund) ,  (thous),  (mil). 

There  are  three  types  of  output  measures  described 
in  Section  G  --  the  social  impact  indicators,  the 
program  impact  indicators  and  the  operations  indi¬ 
cators.  Only  data  of  the  last  two  types  are  entered 
on  form  494.  Outputs  related  to  any  HEW  occupational 
training  activity  reported  on  form  493  need  not  be  reported  on 
form  494.  Form  493,  described  in  Section  5  below, 
has  been  designed  for  that  purpose. 

A  sample  copy  of  the  output  measure  sheet,  form  494, 
is  given  on  the  following  page.  The  data  are  prepared 
and  entered  as  follows: 

a.  Identification  fields  -  the  four  header 
fields  are  copied  from  the  form  492  com¬ 
pleted  for  the  program  element. 

b.  Operations  indicators  -  review  the  activities 
listed  in  field  7  of  the  financial  data.  Se¬ 
lect  those  for  which  operations  indications  are 
relevant.  For  each  such  activity,  record  the 
activity  code  in  field  7  of  the  output  measure 
line.  Enter  a  description  of  the  relevant 
output  measure  in  the  space  provided  on  the 
line  and  the  appropriate  code  in  the  four 
columns  of  field  6.  Allocate  the  output  for 
the  activity  to  the  fiscal  years  in  fields 
8-14.  If  more  than  one  output  measure  is 
appropriate  to  a  given  activity  repeat  the 
activity  code  on  successive  lines  with  each 

of  the  associated  output  codes  and  data  in 
turn.  Continue  until  all  non-training  outputs 
specific  to  each  of  the  program  element  activ¬ 
ities  have  been  described.  Use  successive  form 
494  sheets  if  necessary.  If  more  than  one  sheet 
is  used  repeat  the  four  identification  fields  in 
the  header  of  each  sheet  and  number  the  pages  in 
the  space  provided  in  the  upper  right-hand  corner.

5 .  Detailed  Instructions  for  Preparing  Manpower  Data  Sheets: 

Form  HEW  493 


A  special  sheet  has  been  provided  for  distributing  the  pro¬ 
gram  element  dollars  reported  for  the  training  activity  on 
form  492  among  one  or  more  occupational  groups  and  recording 
related  non-f inancial  output  data.  A  sample  of  the  formatted 
sheet  is  included  following  this  page.  Data  from  the  form 
493  will  be  processed  to  produce  a  Manpower  Annex  showing 
all  dollars  spent  throughout  the  Department  on  the  training 
of  personnel  in  occupations  related  to  the  major  purposes 
of  the  Department.  Section  K  of  Part  II,  provides  a  more 
complete  description  of  the  scope  and  purposes  of  the 
Manpower  Annex. 

The  training  activities  reported  on  form  492  are  limited 
to  those  associated  with  the  training  of  persons  in  occupa¬ 
tions  directly  related  to  the  fields  of  health,  education, 
and  welfare.  A  complete  listing  of  the  relevant  occupations 
is  given  in  Section  K  of  Part  II. 

All  training  activities  must  be  reported  on  form  493.  If 
it  is  not  possible  to  attribute  the  activity  to  specific 
occupational  groups,  the  code  for  "Non-Allocable"  should 
be  entered  in  the  occupation  code  field. 
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For  each  occupational  group  affected,  one  or  more  sets 
of  4  types  of  data  must  be  recorded.  One  set  of  data 
of  each  type  must  be  prepared  for  every  training  activ¬ 
ity  reported  on  form  492  which  applies  to  the  occupation 
in  question. 

5.1  Identification  fields  -  The  four  header  fields  are 
copied  from  the  accompanying  form  492. 

5.2  Financial  data  by  occupation  group  (type  5  data)  - 
The  fields  to  be  completed  are: 


a.  Field  6:  Occupation  code  -  a  two-character 

code  identifying  the  occupation 
group.  The  list  of  codes  is 
given  in  Part  II,  Section  K-2 . 

An  abbreviated  description  is 
entered  in  the  space  provided 
to  the  left  of  the  field.

5.4  Number  completing  training  (type  7  data)  -  All  fields 
are  completed  as  for  type  5  data  except  that  the  numbers 
shown  in  fields  8-14  represent  actual  or  projected  number 
of  persons  who  are  in  training  during  the  year  and  have 
completed  training  under  the  program  activity  by  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  in  question.  Again  the  line  may  be 
left  blank  if  the  measure  is  not  meaningful  for  a  program. 

5.5  Number  of  institutions  supported  (type  8  data)  -  This 
measure  is  reported  for  institutional  support  training 
activities.  It  should  be  left  blank  for  student  aid 
type  training.  Enter  the  number  of  institutions 
supported  in  each  of  the  fiscal  year  columns. 

Additional  sheets  may  be  required  for  recording  all 
relevant  occupational  groups  by  each  training  activity 
for  the  program  element.  The  header  fields  should  be 
repeated  on  each  sheet  and  the  pages  numbered  in  the 
upper  right-hand  corner. 


*  Man-year  equivalents  have  been  used  in  an  attempt  to  obtain  a  more 
meaningful  measure  of  the  length  of  the  training  courses  supported. 

It  is  not  meant  to  measure  the  percentage  of  the  total  cost  provided 
by  the  Federal  government.  The  measure  should  be  figured  on  the  basis 
of  the  number  of  persons  in  training  multiplied  by  the  length  of  the 
training  course  in  full  year  equivalents.  For  example,  1000  persons 
in  a  3  month  course  that  meets  one  day  a  week  would  produce  50  man- 
year  equivalents  of  training.  For  purposes  of  this  plan  an  academic 
year  should  be  considered  a  calendar  year  and  summer  courses  con¬ 
sidered  one- third  year.

6 .  Detailed  Instructions  for  Preparing  Information  for  the 

Disease  Annex:  Form  HEW  502 


Each  agency  which  has  programs  that  are  directed  towards  or 
impact  significantly  upon  any  of  the  health  problems  listed 
in  Part  II,  Section  J,  should  report  using  Form  HEW  502.  A 
sample  form  follows  this  page. 

Only  data  for  the  past,  current  and  budget  years  (1967-1969) 
need  to  be  reported.  Only  those  dollars  spent  under  a  given 
program  which  can  be  related  reasonably  to  a  specific  health 
problem  should  be  reported.  Hence,  dollars  reported  in  the 
Annex  need  not  aggregate  to  the  total  reported  for  the  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  main  program  structure.  Dollars  are  reported 
broken  down  by  health  problem  and  program  activity. 

A  Form  502  should  be  submitted  for  each  program  element  re¬ 
ported  on  Form  492  that  fit  the  above  criteria. 

6.1  Identification  fields  -  The  four  header  fields  are 
copied  from  the  corresponding  Form  492.  Instructions 
for  these  fields  are  found  in  subsection  3.1.  If  more 
than  one  sheet  is  used  for  a  program  element,  the  four 
identification  fields  in  the  header  are  reported  and 
the  page  number  in  the  upper  right-hand  corner  is 
filled  in. 

6.2  Financial  Data  by  Health  Problem  (type  9  data)  -  The 
fields  to  be  completed  are: 

a.  Field  6:  Health  problem  code  -  a  three-digit 

code  identifying  the  particular  health 
problem.  The  list  of  codes  are  given 
in  Part  II,  Section  J.  An  abbreviated 
description  is  entered  in  the  space 
provided  to  the  left  of  the  field. 
Information  should  be  coded  at  the 
lowest  level,  e.g.,  all  3  digits  of 
the  code  should  be  used.  Blanks  appear 
in  the  code  list,  but  are  only  to  be 
used  by  the  computer  system  for 
aggregation  t'tles. 
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b.  Field  7:  Activity  code  -  determined  from 

Form  492.  The  information  is 
relevant  to  an  activity  reported 
on  the  Form  HEW  492,  and  this

SECTION  c 
NARRATIVE  SUPPORT 


Each  agency  will  submit  with  the  data  sheets  a  narrative 
statement  of  its  multi-year  program  and  financial  plan. 

The  narrative  should  highlight  the  needs  to  be  met  and 
the  objectives,  expected  results,  financial  magnitudes 
and  legislative  aspects  of  the  program  in  concise  and 
cogent  form.  Reporting  of  Social  Impact  Indicators  (see 
Section  G  of  Part  II)  should  also  be  included  in  the 
narrative.  A  special  narrative  supplement  to  the  manpower 
data  sheets  is  also  required  (see  Section  K  of  Part  II). 
Additional  instructions  for  the  preparation  of  narrative 
support  will  be  included  when  the  specific  instructions 
for  the  preparation  of  data  for  the  1970-1974  period  are 
issued . 
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GLOSSARY 


Certain  key  terms  are  used  often  throughout  this  guidance.  In  some 
instances  the  terms  have  specialized  meaning.  Most  of  these  terms 
are  defined,  discussed,  and  illustrated  at  appropriate  points  in  the 
text.  Brief  definitions  or  illustrations  are  provided  here  to  assist 
in  the  use  of  the  guidance. 

Program  Structure  -  the  set  of  program  categories,  arrayed  in 

a  hierarchy,  which  express  the  purposes  of 
programs.  The  program  structure  is  to  be 
distinguished  from  those  parts  of  the 
Program  and  Financial  Plan  classification 
system  which  express  program  attributes 
other  than  purpose;  e.g. ,  activities, 
target  groups,  output  measures.  The  pro¬ 
gram  categories  which  make  up  the  program 
structure  appear  in  Part  II,  Section  A. 

Program  Category  -■  a  category  of  classification  within  the 

program  structure  which  expresses  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  a  program  and  by  which  an  operating 
program  or  one  of  its  parts  can  be  located 
within  the  full  program  structure.  The  major 
program  categories  of  the  HEW  program  structure 
are  Education;  Health;  Social  and  Rehabilitation 
Service;  Income  Maintenance.  Although  these 
major  program  categories  are  divided  into  sub¬ 
categories  and  sub-categories  are  in  turn  sub¬ 
divided,  the  term  "program  category"  is  often 
used  generically  to  refer  to  any  of  these  levels. 

Program  Category  Code  -  a  six-digit  code  assigned  to  a 

program  element  to  indicate  its  location  in 
the  program  structure.  The  program  category 
code  is  generated  by  assigning  a  program 
element  to  each  program  category  level  in  the 
program  structure. 

Program  Element  -  the  part  of  an  operating  program  which  relates 

to  only  one  program  category  at  each  level 
in  the  program  structure  and  is  thus  described 
by  a  single  six-digit  program  category  code. 

If  the  purpose  of  an  operating  program  can  be 
identified  by  one  six-digit  program  category 
code,  then  the  operating  program  is  itself  a 
program  element.  If  an  operating  program  is 
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distributed  over  several  program  categories, 
each  part  of  the  operating  program  identified 
by  a  discrete  six-digit  program  category  code 
is  a  program  element. 

Operating  Program  -  conceptually  a  mix  of  activities  and  resources 

under  common  management  which  represents  the 
most  detailed  organizational  or  budgetary  level 
whose  identity  is  required  in  the  information 
system.  The  operating  program  may  be  identical 
with  a  program  element  if  its  purpose  can  be 
identified  by  only  one  six-digit  program  category 
code.  Alternatively,  the  operating  program  may 
serve  more  than  one  such  purpose,  in  which  case 
each  part  of  the  operating  program  identified 
by  a  discrete  six-digit  program  category  code 
is  a  program  element.  A  list  of  operating  pro¬ 
grams  is  given  in  Part  II,  Section  B. 

Activity  -  while  program  categories  express  the  purpose  of 

programs,  activities  indicate  the  ways  in  which 
these  purposes  are  accomplished.  There  are  seven 
major  activities:  Research  and  Development; 
Demonstration  and  Testing;  Training  of  Personnel; 
Provision  of  Services;  Standards  and  Regulations; 
Facilities  and  Equipment;  Other  (which  includes 
Planning,  Evaluation,  Technical  Assistance,  etc.). 
Each  of  these  major  activities  is  divided  into 
subactivities.  The  list  of  activities  and 
subactivities  is  given  with  definitions  in  Part 
II,  Section  C.  Activity  as  it  is  used  here  should 
be  distinguished  from  the  term  as  it  is  used  in 
budget  parlance;  i„e.  budget,  activity.  The  word 
is  the  same;  the  meaning  different. 

Target  Group  -  a  group  within  the  general  population  toward  which 

a  program  is  aimed  or  on  which  it  impacts  signifi¬ 
cantly.  Target  groups  are  identified  through  a 
four-digit  code  which  permits  age,  class,  income 
level,  special  need  or  problem,  and  location  to  be 
combined  to  describe  a  particular  part  of  the 
population.  Illustrations  of  target  groups  are 
mentally  retarded  children,  the  urban  poor,  physi¬ 
cally  handicapped  adults,  gifted  children  of  school 
age,  etc.  The  target  group  classification  is  given 
in  Part  II,  Section  H.

t  Code  -  a  six-digit  code  based  on  the  regular 
appropriation  code  which  permits  each 
operating  program  to  be  related  to  the 
appropriation  (and  in  some  instances 
budget  activity)  which  funds  it.  The 
program  budget  code  permits  the  execution 
of  a  "crosswalk"  between  the  program 
structure  and  the  appropriation/budget 
structure. 

-  the  expression  of  the  relationship  between 
the  program  structure  and  the  appropriation/ 
budget  structure.  A  crosswalk  can  be  viewed 
as  a  simple  table,  the  stub  of  which  lists 
program  categories  and  the  columns  of  which 
show  appropriations  and  budget  activities. 

The  crosswalk  is  the  translation  of  multi¬ 
year  program  and  financial  plans  into  annual 
budgets.  The  technical  vehicle  for  this 
translation  is  the  program  budget  code. 

-  data,  usually  expressed  in  non- financial  terms, 
which  indicates  the  impact,  outcome,  or  results 
of  the  investment  in  a  program.  Output  data  is 
organized  around  three  types  of  measures: 

(1)  social  indicators  which  reflect  the  general 
social  situation  in  the  nation  such  as  trends, 
changes,  and  status  of  crime,  juvenile  delin¬ 
quency,  leisure,  life  expectancy,  morbidity  and 
mortality,  general  health,  welfare  and  well¬ 
being,  etc.,  (2)  program  impact  indicators 
which  reflect  the  impact,  outcome,  and  results 
of  specific  program  effort;  and  (3)  operations 
indicators  which  express  the  status  of  a  program 
in  terms  of  operation  or  production  units  such 
as  number  of  individuals  in  training,  number  of 
recipients  of  money  payments,  size  of  average 
payment,  number  of  training  enrollees,  etc. 
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
